MAYOR’S ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council:— 


Today is but the beginning of another business year. 
It is our duty to take up the unfinished work of our prede- 
cessors—for no city council can entirely close up its work— 
and carry it along with the same care as though it were orig- 
inated by ourselves, believing in the meantime that those 
who follow us will adopt the same policy to the end that the 
city’s interests may not suffer. 

The charter of the city of Pittsfield vests almost all the 
duties of government in the city council and the various 
boards. The mayor may advise and in some cases has the 
veto power. I shall be mindful of the law governing my 
position, but on the other hand I shall work in harmony with 
the city council and boards in all things. In appointing my 
committees I shall take heed of the availability of the mem- 
bers of the board of aldermen and give each an equitable 
share of the work before us. I hope that in making our 
appropriations and in all other matters this year we may be 
governed by what is for the best interests of the most people, 
remembering that two-thirds of the men elected at the late 
city election owe their success—in part at least—to the sub- 
stantial aid they received at the polls from voters of the op- 
posite party, 


MOREWOOD DISASTER. 


The boiler explosion at Morewood lake four days ago, 
causing the death of seventeen men and injuring many oth- 
ers, marked the most horrifying catastrophe in the history of 
this region, I deem it fitting to put on record here an en- 
during testimonial to the fine spirit of our people for the sub- 
stantial aid and genuine sympathy given the families of the 
unfortunate ones. 
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FINANCIAL.

The city's debt limit for 1911—exclusive of 

bonded debt—is  . $568,471.35 

The actual debt limit is $581, 111. 75, but from this 
amount must be taken $12,640.40, the amount of the park 
and voting machine notes as shown in city debt statement 
above. 

During the past year public works embracing the new 
Farnham dam, the Onota street school and the Elm street 
bridge have been authorized, it is estimated that these items 
will add about $500,000 to the city’s bonded debt. Also, the 
east trunk sewer, if built this year, will add $35,000 to the 
sewer debt. These figures show that at the end of this year 
the city debt will have increased about $535,000, making the 
grand total approximately $2,000,000. 

It is just as well to look at these facts now as to wonder 
at them a year from now. 

We have existing legislative authority to borrow $500, 
000 for increasing our water supply against which we have 
drawn $114.600; the remaining sum is insufficient to complete 
the work now in progress. The legislature will in time have 
to be asked to allow us another bond issue of nearly $200,000 
for water alone. Furthermore our bonded sewer debt is 
within $16,000 of the limit authorized by law. 
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At this time, twenty years after the incorporation of the 
city it is interesting to compare the finances of the city and 
of the town.

The average percentage of debt to valuation of the thirty 
three cities of the commonwealth for the year 1910 was .062. 


Our city debt on the first day of January for the past 
four years: 

1908, $1,110,848; $1909, $1,265,990; 1910, $1,441,340; 
1911, $1,523,140. 


I find that thirty out of the thirty-three cities in this 
state receive interest on their bank deposits. Pittsfield 
should receive the same advantage. 


WATER SUPPLY. 


Last year the whole matter of increasing our water sup- 
ply was placed in the hands of an excellent committee which 
will without question continue to act until the Farnham res- 
ervoir now under way is completed. This committee has 
spent much time without pay in behalf of the public and the 
public should appreciate it. Since February last the com- 
mittee has met and conferred over one hundred times. The 
committee consists of William H. Swift, James W. Hull, Ar- 
thur H. Rice, Daniel England and Edward A Jones. The 
Farnham reservoir is to be built after plans drawu by Arthur 
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B. Farnham, engineer of the board of public works, substan- 
tially in accordance with his recommendations to the city 
council early in 1909. Engineer Farnham’s report had the 
approval of William S. Johnson, a competent consulting en- 
- gineer, who had been recommended by the state board of 
health. Now, the special water committee, its chief engineer 
and an expert eugineer from the New Vork city water sup- 
ply department, have again gone over the ground and, as all 
these authorities agree, it would seem that the city is mak- 
ing a wise investment in building the new dam and reservoir. 
The contract price for the work is about $400,000; before the 
service pipes are laid and other necessaries are provided 
for, the cost of the present undertaking will be well above 
$500,000. It is estimated that by December 1, 1911. the new 
reservoir will be built high enough to make 270,000,000 gal- 
lons of water available for immediate use, which, by the 
terms of the contract, the city may use at that time. "The 
contract specifies that the entire work shall be finished by 
July 1, 1912. 

When the Farnham reservoir is completed the total stor- 
age capacity of the reservoirs on Washington mountain will 
be 889,000,000 gallons, or an eight months' supply, made up 
as follows: Farnham reservoir, 440,000,000 gallons, Ashley 
lake, 409,000,000 gallons; Lower Ashley reservoir. 23,000,000 
gallons; Mill Brook reservoir, 14,000,000 gallons; Hathaway 
Reservoir, 1,000,000 gallons. 


NEw CiTY CHARTER. 


Last year the city council authorized a charter revision 
committee. Thirty three men were named and a charter 
was reported and sent to the legislature for approval. The 
legislature of 1910 referred the bill to the legislature of 
1911 and you are notified that if the charter is not ordered 
taken from the files on or before the second Saturday of the 1911 
session it will lapse. I was a member of the charter revision 
Committee and it was my opinion, expressed before the com- 
mittee, that inasmuch as there are three types of charter in

general use throughout the country the people should have a 
chance to decide which is best suited to their needs. 


These types of charter are :— 
l. Two board charter, substantially like our present charter. 


2. Single board charter, substantially like the one reported 
by the Charter Committee and now on file in the state 
legislature. ° 


3. The commission plan of government. 


I still maintain that we ought to ask the legislature to 
permit the people of Pittsfield to choose in this matter as 
was done in the case of Boston and Lynn. The charter now 
in the legislature brought out the opinion of but thirty-three 
men and was the first choice of less than one-third of the 
thirty-three. No measures were taken, by hearings or other 
means, to ascertain the wishes of the citizens. The legisla- 
ture should allow this vital question to go before the people, 
previous to which the adherents of the several forms of char- 
ter should take the stump in all the wards and also go be- 
fore the various men’s organigations of the city, so that when 
we do decide we may have the intelligent opinion of the 
voters. At present the people have but a faint idea of what 
they want. 

PARKS. 

I hope that the street railway committee may be able to 
secure an extention of the tracks of the Berkshire Street 
Railway Co. to Burbank park in order that the park and its 
lake front may be made accessible to the public during the 
summer season at least. 

I recommend the appropriation of a reasonable sum to 
be used in beautifying a number of open places about the 
city. The triangle in front of Curtin’s store on Wahconah 
street is one of these and I hope that it may be the first to 
receive attention, I believe that if we begin this work, our 
successors will adopt the same policy and that five years from 
now we will be astonished at all that has been accomplished 
by a small expenditure. 

The law provides that cities accepting by popular vote 
Chapter 28 of the Revised Laws may establish an unsalaried 
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park commission. This should be done here. as it has al- 
ready been done by most Massachusetts cities, in order that 
we may have a continuing body to develop systematically 
our park system, of which Burbank and Springside parks 
are a good beginning. 


SILVER LAKE. 


Forty years ago, in his history of Pittsfield, Historian 
Smith alluded to Silver lake as a body of water with possi- 
bilities. Silver lake is still waiting to be an ornament in- 
stead of a reproach. I hope the city council will join with 
me in formulating a plan whereby Silver lake may be re- 
deemed. There is many a city that would give thousands of 
dollars for a lake of pure spring water within its residential 
section and within ten minutes walk of its business center. 
We have such a lake, but instead of being a thing of value 
to tbe community, it is almost the opposite. I shall take up. 
this subject later. 


LIQUOR LICENSES. 


By a decisive majority the people have voted to continue 
the license system another year. At the same time a large 
majority of those who voted for license did so believing that 
the laws relating to the sale of intoxicants would be enforced. 
Therefore, the mayor, the police and the licensing board will 
be remiss in their duties if they do not see that this is done. 
Licensees who live up to the law should be respected and 
protected ; all others should be retired from the business. I 
am informed that, as a whole, our licensed liquor stores are 
now well conducted. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE. 


Two drainage propositions confront the city One is 
the deferred Spring street drain, the water shed of which 
has lately been enlarged by the opening of streets on the Dr. 
Perrine property; the other is caring for the surface water 
flowing northerly from the Pollock tract lately laid out and 
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built upon. All the rights for carrying the water from the 
latter property to the east branch of the Housatonic river 
have been acquired by the board of public works. 


STREET PAVING. 


Within the next two years these streets should be 
paved: Allen street, School street; Fenn street from North 
to First street: Melville street; Columbus avenue between 
North street and Francis avenue; if possible Summer street 
and Union street from North street to Francis avenue, and 
and also Bank row, south of the park. 


HIGHWAYS. 


During the past year the streets have been put in the 
best condition in which they have been for years, Sufficient 
money should be spent to keep this work up to the present 
high standard for the maintenance of which the board of 
public works is being generally commended. 


SIDEWALKS. 


The largest reasonable appropriation should be made for 
sidewalks—a liberal share for the Morningside section where 
they would be extensively used by the General Electric em- 
ployees in going to and from their work. 


NEw SEWER. 


The east side of the city must soon be provided with 
sufficient sewer accommodations At times the present sew- 
er runs so full that sewage backs up through the manholes. 


ONE HUNDRED AND FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY. 


The Board of Trade has in view a fitting celebration of 
the one hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the incorpora- 
tion of Pittsfield as a town, the event to take place July 2, 3 
and4next. I recommend that the city council join with the 
Board of Trade in this project. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 


My attention has been called to a plan of the state for 
finishing a continuous state road between this city and 
Cheshire, which plan involves an outlay by the city. 

One matter relative to the assessment of taxes has come 
to my notice which I shall lay before the committee on as- 
sessment and collection of taxes for further investigation. 

There is also an important matter affecting the public 
health which must be gone over with the board of health. 

It is said the smoke law is not observed in this city. 
This matter will be investigated. 

When these subjects are in shape for intelligent action, 
I will bring them before you. 


IN CONCLUSION. 


Of course the foregoing does not cover all the items of 
city business with which we shall have to deal this year. I 
trust, however, that we shall meet every public requirement 
in a broad and business-like way, so that at the close of our 
year we may have the approval of our constituents.

REPORT OF SERVICE OF THE MAYOR’S 
WARRANT. 


The number of dogs returned by the assessors was one 
thousand one hundred and five—one thousand ninety-six 
males and one hundred and nine females. Of the num- 
ber of persons assessed, it was found that ninety-one had no 
dogs, twenty-four had left the city, fifty-nine dogs had been 
shot by the police and twenty-six had died. 

The whole number of licenses paid to Feb. 6 was one 
thousand one hundred and thirty-five—one thousand and 
forty three males and ninety-two females. Of this number, 
three hundred and ninety-nine licenses were collected by offi- 
cer Hogan who had been detailed for the service and in addi- 
tion to this number, two hundred and thirty dogs not re- 
turned by the assessors were found by officer Hogan. 


REMARKS. 


During the past year, a member of this department. 
Charles W. Thompson was retired after more than thirty-two 
years of continuous service. Mr. Thompson had become 
incapacitated for further active service and was retired upon 
a pension of half pay at his own request. While the depart- 
ment regreted losing one of its oldest officers, it is also pleased 
in the knowledge that Mr. Thompson will receive an ade- 
quate pension for the rest of his days. 

The retirement of Mr. Thompson made necessary the 
appointment of another officer and this was done. The de- 
partment also received an additional officer at the first of the 
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year and in expressing my appreciation for the addition, I 
would also recommend at this time the appointment of at 
least two more officers this year. The population of the city 
is constantly growing away írom the center, and the out- 
skirts need and demand police protection. At the present 
time the patrol posts on the outskirts are so long that the 
patrolmen can barely cover them twice in a night, Pittsfield 
now has a population of over 32,000 and it would seem neces- 
sary to have an adequate number of police officers to safe- 
guard the interests of its citizens. 

I would also recommend that a suitable automobile be 
purchased for the department for use in answering calls from 
the outskirts and for general use in the business of the de- 
partment. At present there is in addition to the patrol 
wagon, a horse which is at the disposal of the Chief for emer- 
gency calls and for other duties which might fall to his lot, 
but the need of a more speedy vehicle was amply demon- 
strated a few days ago, when a boy was stabbed and killed 
in West Pittsfield. Had there been an automobile available 
in the department, response to the call for help would have 
been a great deal quicker and while life might not have been 
saved, the machine would have been of material assistance. 

There is also great need for a new police building. The 
present structure is an old one and has been entirely out- 
grown by the department's needs, Tentative plans were 
prepared last year for making alterations but these were not 
found to be feasible. The building is small and the cell 
rooms are far from sanitary. The building is not in keeping 
with the other buildings of the city and shows up in marked 
contrast with the police buildings of other cities in the Com- 
monwealth. It seems only a matter of a short time when a 
new building must be provided, one which might contain the 
police department, patrol stables, veteran firemen's head- 
quarters, the G. A. R. posts and kindred organizations, and 
possibly a suitable hall for public meetings. 

I take pleasure at this time to express my appreciation 
of the work done by the members of the police department 
during the year 1910. In every case, I have found them 
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willing and anxious to co-operate with me in discharging the 
duties incumbent upon the police department and to them I 
desire to express my sincere thanks. 

The thanks of the police department are also due to 
Dr. W. A. Millet, the City Physician, to whom we are 
deeply obligated for his cheerful responses to every call for 
assistance. i 

Mrs. Sarah M. Dean, Matron, is also entitled to com- 
mendation for the manner in which she has discharged the 
duties that have come to her. The position of Police Matron 
is no sinecure and Mrs. Dean has fully met every emergency. 

In closing, it is my honor and privilege to thank the 
Mayor, the committee on police, the judges and clerk of the 
District Court of Central Berkshire and the probation officer 
for their valuable assistance during the year just closed.

During a greater portion of the year an additional assistant was 


engaged in the office with satisfactory results. 


The transactions of 


this department for the year 1910 show an increase of nearly 25 per 


cent. over those of the previous year. 


This business is constantly in- 


creasing; the population of the city is steadily gaining and the de- 
mands on the office are correspondingly large. 

In view of the increased activities, I would recommend the con- 
tinuous employment of two assistants to properly handle the routine 
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and clerical work required. By this method, the Clerk is enabled to 
give more of his time and attention to callers at the office and the 
efficiency of the service is materially increased. 

An experiment was tried during the year just closed of keeping 
the office open continuously from 9 in the morning to 4 in the afternoon, 
an hour more each day than provided for by ordinance. By so doing an 
opportunity was afforded many citizens to do business during the noon 
hour, practically the only period during the day in which many of the 
laboring class can secure the time to call at the office because of the 
hours prescribed by the ordinances. 

That this change for the convenience of the public was a good one 
is proven by the large number of working men who availed themselves 
of the opportunity to transact their business with the City Clerk during 
the noon hour.

The foregoing tables will indicate that during the past vear 
scarlet fever, measles, and to a slight extent, whooping cough, 
have been epidemic. "The reasons for the prevalence of these dis- 
eases 1n this locality, have not been, and the board feels as is here- 
after commented on, that with the resources that it has at its 
disposal, cannot be satisfactorily explained. Perhaps in a great 
measure it may be due to the great influx of foreigners to this 
town due to the rapid growth of the city in population. There 
have also been more cases of diphtheria than the city should have 
had, which is perhaps to be explained in the same way, for, after 
the general cleaning out had throughout the city some years 
ago the numbers of cases of diphtheria seemed to have materially 
diminished. It will also be noticed that the number of deaths 
from violence is large, as has been commented on in previous 
years. This is due in part to the fact that we have two hospitals 
in the city to which patients suffering from the results of acci- 
dents are brought from many surrounding towns, and, where 
their injuries are fatal, their death 1s recorded with the deaths 
which occur within the city of Pittsfield. The number of fatali- 
ties from accidents this year, however, 1s very much increased 
by the sad catastrophe at Morewood Lake, with which you are 
entirely familiar. 


The work of sewer connections has been conducted this year 
on much the same lines as in the past. With the rapid growth 
of population in the city much new work along these lines has 
become necessary, and the city is now making preparations for 
the greatly needed sewer in the Newell strect section, just south 
of the east branch of the Housatonic river, which will serve the 
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the General Electric plant as well as the rapidly growing section 
in the vicinity of Newell street. 

As recommended in previous years, we desire to again rec- 
ommend to the city the necessity for making some provision for 
the proper care of contagious diseases where the sufferers from 
these diseases are financially unable to care for themselves, or 
where they cannot well be cared for at their residences without 
great danger to the community. With such a contagious hos- 
pital as should be had, the danger of epidemic from scarlet fever, 
for instance, should be comparatively decreased. Some arrange- 
ment should be made by the city immediately to provide this 
service. The only available house for isolation now is the pest- 
house upon the city farm. It’s great distance from the city would 
make the removal of patients there in many cases very danger- 
ous for them, and its distance from the center of the city would 
Increase very greatly the expense of their maintenance. Some 
arrangement should be made whereby suitable accommodations 
could be had near the center of the city. 


Since the submitting of our last annual report a new gar- 
bage contract has been made, the supervision of which has again 
been committed to this board. Under the terms of this contract 
the contractors are obliged to render this service fully and com- 
pletely, and the board will be glad to receive notice from any 
citizen of any failure on the part of the collectors to give the 
required service. Householders, however, should bear in mind 
that they must comply with the reasonable regulations under 
which the collectors are entitled to operate, as having their gar- 
bage in suitable receptacles and free from glass, tin and other 
similar substances, and garbage must be deposited at the places 
of collection upon the days which it is to be collected. 


We wish again to speak with commendation of the very 
efficient services of Officer Iogan who has been detailed by the 
police department to work for this board. His services have, as 
always, been rendered with rare good judgment. 


At the suggestion of Dr. Lyman A. Jones, of North Adams, 
one of the state inspectors of health, the board with Dr. Jones 
has brought to the attention of the present municipal government 


e 
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for the year 1911, the necessity of appropriating money for the 
services of a special medical agent. It is our understanding that 
the city intends to appropiiate six hundred (600) dollars for 
this purpose. This is in a line of work which has been followed 
out with great success in other cities. The city of Pittsfield is 
spending a much less amount of money per capita for the preser- 
vation of public health than almost any other city in the Com- 
monwealth, and, it is perhaps, as Dr. Jones has pointed out, for 
this reason that the number of cases of typhoid and of diphtheria 
and scarlet fever that we have had here this year is larger than 
otherwise would have been the case. “In the larger cities this 
special agent of the board of health has rendered most valuable 
work in endeavoring to trace to their sources the contagious dis- 
eases when they first make their appearances in the community 
and by preventing at the start the spread of further contagion 
can vastly decrease the number of cases in the community. With 
the rapid growth of our population we believe that very careful 
work along these lines is imperatively demanded, and comparison 
of the number of cases of contagious diseases in this city in the 
last year with the very much smaller number in the city of North 
Adams, where this medical service is had, is very illuminating. 
We are pleased that the city has seen fit to make the beginning 
already referred to, but we believe that the work should be much 
extended, that a salary of from twelve to fifteen hundred dollars 
should be given to this special agent, preferably some young 
physician who can devote nearly his whole time to the work, 
for, in addition to the service of tracing to their sources the con- 
tagious diseases, he should be able to render very efficient service 
in the fight against tuberculosis, as well as to take complete and 
efficient charge of the work of quarantine and fumigation.

His Honor, the Mayor and the Hon. Board of Aldermen, 
GENTLEMEN :— 


I herewith submit my report as your inspector of Milk, 
Animals and Provisions, for year 1910. 

During the year, there were issued 64 licenses to deal- 
ers in milk. There were also issued five registration certifi- 
cates to dealers in oleomargarine. ‘The fees for milk licenses, 
$32.00 and for oleomargarine certificate issued $2.50, which 
amounted to $34.50, have been paid to the City Treasurer of 
Pittsfield. 

At the official fall inspection, there were examined 1183 
animals, while during the year there were four carloads of 
western cattle inspected, which were brought to this city, 
to be sold and slaughtered for beef. 

There were 165 carcasses examined under slaughter 
house inspection, of which eight were condemned, seven on 
account of tuberculosis, one being tainted unwholesome and 
impure as food, also one barrel of hams which was tainted, 
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being condemned weight about 255 lbs. and one box of pork 
loins weighing 114 lbs. which had become putrified. The 
condemned meat was consigned to the rendering tank, the 
amount of meat condemned totaled about 3769 Ibs. 

There were four cows which I caused to be quarantined 
and killed on account of tuberculosis, the owners being com- 
pensated by the state for said cattle. 

In the months of November and December, there was 
an outbreak of hog cholera. I immediately quarantined the 
pens on premises where the disease existed, and during the 
siege, had all the hogs separated acording to the severity of 
the disease, while all pens and yards were thoroughly 
cleaned and disinfected; one man having a loss of small pigs 
42, shoats 25 and brood sows one, totaling 68 pigs.

REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To the Mayor and City Council of Pittsfield: — 


GENTLEMEN : — The annual report of the school committee 
may be divided into two parts, the first dealing with matters 
which have engaged the attention of the committee during the 
past year, and the second, with problems which, with your 
co-operation, we hope to solve in the year to come. 


The most important happening of the year was the resigna- 
tion, after a year’s leave of absence, of Superintendent C. A. 
Byram, and the election of C. G. Persons to succeed him. In 
leaving Pittsfield Mr. Byram terminated an association with our 
schools of nineteen years, thirteen as principal of the High 
school, and six as superintendent. During the absence of Mr. 
Byram, Clarence J. Russell, assistant principal of the High 
school, discharged the duties of superintendent with ability, and 
to the entire satisfaction of the committee. 


In electing Mr. Persons, the committee feels that it has 
placed the schools in the hands of a man specially trained for the 
work, a man “ educated in this generation," who, understanding 
fully the needs of a modern school system, possesses the execu- 
tive ability to carry his ideas into effect. 


Some progress has been made in the matter of providing ad- 
ditional accommodation for our rapidly increasing school popu- 
lation, although reference to the superintendent's report will 
show that our problems along this line are by no means solved. 
The new Junction school was opened in September and all four 
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rooms are occupied. A new twelve-room building at Onota 
street 1s contracted for, which, when completed, will relieve the 
congestion in that district. 

The Committee, feeling that every consideration should be 
shown the veterans of the Grand Army, has surrendered the 
lower floor of the old Center Intermediate building for their use. 
In taking this step the committee relies upon the co-operation 
of your honorable body and the citizens at large to see that the 
schools are provided with sufficient accommodation for necessary 
advancement. 

Two teachers, Miss Augusta Edwards and Mrs. Ellen S. Can- 
field, after years of faithful service, have asked to be relieved 
from active duty, and their names have been added to that roll 
of honor, the teachers! pension list. 


The year has seen the retirement, after thirty-nine years’ 
connection with our schools, as teacher, superintendent and com- 
initteeman, of William B. Rice, than whom perhaps no one has 
contributed more to the upbuilding of the schools of Pittsfield. 
Although, comparatively speaking, Mr. Rice carries his eighty- 
seven years lightly, he welcomes his release from the active re- 
sponsibilities of committeeman; and while those of us who are 
still in the harness, so to speak, shall miss his advice and kindly 
criticism, we trust that his retirement will, by conserving: his 
strength, contribute to the longer and pleasanter life which, as 
his associates, we heartily wish him. The city council has al- 
ways shown a disposition to deal generously by the school de- 
partinent. This is as it should be, for there is no expenditure 
of public funds which appeals more to the citizens of Pittsfield 
than that which provides for good schools. 

We have a number of fine school buildings; but buildings 
without adequate equipment fall far short of the requirements 
of an efficient school administration. Many of our buildings are 
without necessary books, maps, globes and charts, and if we are 
to get good results from the money to be expended this year 
for education, a generous appropriation for these “tools” is 
imperative. | I 

Although the care of buildings is not in the hands of the 
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Committee, we would recommend an appropriation sufficiently 
large to cover the cost of freshening the walls of some of the older 
buildings. 

In considering the question of teachers’ salaries it should be 
borne in mind that under the sliding scale (by which teachers 
receive an increase of one dollar per week each year until the 
maximum salary is reached, the appropriation is bound to show 
some increase from year to year. Some few slight increases of 
salaries in cases where they were noticibly inadequate, particu- 
larly in the high school, together with an enlarged teaching 
force, made necessary by the increased enrollment of pupils, and 
the automatic increase mentioned above, will necessitate a some- 
what larger appropriation in this department. Reference to the 
superintendent’s report will show that we are still below the 
State average in this respect, and far below the average for 
Massachusetts cities. 

The law says that cities “ shall” provide for medical inspec- 
tion. An appropriation for this important requirement will be 
asked for this year. 

Earnestly recommending the following reports of the super- 
intendent and supervisors to your attention, this report is re- 
spectfully submitted..

Superintendent’s Report. 


To the School Committee of the City of Pittsfield: — 


I have the privilege of submitting my first annual report of 
the public schools of Pittsfield. 


During my few months as superintendent it has been my 
endeavor to acquaint mysclf with the general conditions of the 
school department, rather. than to confine myself to one or more 
specific problems. As a consequence this report will be of a 
general character dealing briefly with a number of topics. The 
recommendations are few in number and implied rather than 
specified. Recommendations should follow a thorough famil- 
larity with conditions, and careful recognition of the place of 
each part in the whole. Broadly speaking our energy for the 
present should be confined to a careful modification of the course 
of study to meet modern conditions, and a determined effort to 
bring the equipment up to the point where our work may be 
carried on effectively. When these results are achieved we shall 
have a foundation upon which to rest a broader development 
of our educational system. The fundamental problems of gra- 
dation, course of study and general organization are well under 
way, and progressing in a manner highly satisfactory. Any 
progress in this direction must rest directly upon the spirit of 
enthusiasm and willingness of the teaching body. In this respect 
we are especially fortunate. All the suggestions that have been 
made, and they have usually involved added work by the 
teachers, have been received with a spirit of hearty co-operation. 

The spirit of “ what others are doing we can do” is domi- 
nant and offers great encouragement for the future. 

There are certain problems outside the internal functions of 
the schools necessary to the efficient success of the schools, which 
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are mentioned below. Such problems as extended school accom- 
modations, organized medical inspection and supervision, and 
vocational training are very imminent. The solution of these 
problems require public recognition and support. The first, in- 
creased school facilities, is no new problem, and has been well 
cared for up to this time. Yet as long as the city continues to 
grow the demand for new school buildings will continue. It 
is probably by far the more economical solution of this problem 
to meet the demand as it arises, and to place upon each year its 
proportionate increased expense for permanent investment. 
There is no better way to invalidate and waste the maintenance 
expenditure than to attempt to perform the necessary school work 
in cramped quarters. This is purely from a financial view 
point. The injury and injustice done to the pupils under the 
latter condition is very real and incalculable, with the regret- 
able feature that it can never be repaired. 

The statistical portion of the report will be confined to such 
figures and deductions as are of general interest, or which throw 
light upon some concrete problems. ‘The widespread movement 
toward the adoption of a uniform method of recording school 
statistics, and of accounting school expenditures will tend toward 
greater accuracy in the returns for each school system; or in the 
larger body of statistics compiled by the state and national 
government. llitherto there has been a large element of uncer- 
tainty in any deductions which were drawn from such statistics. 
Consequently school departments have not been able to avail 
themselves of the experience and experiments of others, and the 
benefit of such work has been lost except for the locality imme- 
diately concerned.

The next state report will show for the year 1910 an expen- 
diture of $141,291.33, or $28.58 per pupil, the latter amount 
being based upon average membership. Although the gross ex- 
penditure is almost $12,000 greater than for the preceding year 
the per capita expenditure has increased but little, the increase 
barely caring for the additional] pupils. The table of standing 
will show probably that Pittsfield has held about the same rela- 
tive rank. 

These figures are presented not to make odious comparisons, 
but to show that while our gross expenditures are increasing 
rapidly from year to year, the school system is increasing even 
more rapidly. Two very concrete arguments that our school de- 
partments is not open to the criticism of extravagance are first: 
Our expenditure per pupil is considerably less than the average 
of the State; and second that out of 33 cities in the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts Pittsfield stands twenty-sixth in expen- 
diture for the maintenance of the schools. This in no wise 
refers to the expenditure for schoo] buildings. In this respect 
Pittsfield stands high both in the number and quality of the 
buildings. Many of them, particularly the last few erected, will 
compare favorably with any; and our modern school buildings 
are justly a source of pride to the city. It is more particularly 
in respect to the equipment and in the extension of school work 
that our school system falls short of the average. The item for 


164 


books is but a small proportion of the total expenditure, but is 
an extremely vital part. For a number of years the equipment 
of books has not been kept up to the standard. Worn out books 
were not replaced, nor new ones supplied in proportion to the 
increasing number of pupils. The result was that many pupils 
were using books, which were filthy, badly torn or with pages 
missing, and in many cases were entirely without the books 
necessary for their work. During the summer it became neces- 
eary to discard thousands of books absolutely beyond further use. 
In a measure these have been replaced, but the schools are still 
deficient in this respect. ‘The same condition applied to the 
maps and globes. Some schools were without any, others were 
using maps which credited Cuba and the Phillipine islands as 
Spanish possessions, published in 1871. In short the teachers 
were attempting to teach, and the pupils to work without tools. 

Most cities now have a well-developed course in manual 
training for both boys and girls extending over the last three 
years of the elementary school course. Our work in manual 
training is limited to one year of wood work for boys with no 
provision for the girls. Pittsfield is one of the few cities and 
towns which has not either voluntarily or in compliance with 
the state law added medical inspection as a part of its school 
system. 


In respect to salaries Pittsfield has been able to obtain satis- 
factory teaching ability at small salaries because of its geo-. 
graphical isolation. In some departments the teaching staff 
has been too small to meet demands. This has been and still is 
particularly true of the High school. 


An analysis of the conditions shows that Pittsfield owes its 
relatively low standing partly to a failure to maintain its equip- 
ment, partly to the fact that it has stood still while education 
advances have been going on elsewhere, and partly because un- 
consciously it has taken advantage of its geographical position. 
Certain principles can be laid down. If Pittsfield is to main- 
tain its position as a progressive city it must keep pace with 
educational progress. A teacher is worthy of her hire, and 
should be paid a fair wage, and then held responsible for results. 
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To allow an equipment to fall below a fair standard is poor 
economy. Ragged, filthy books are depressing in their influence, 
are dangerous to the health of the child, and are absolutely in- 
capable of producing the result for which they are intended. 

Your superintendent believes that these results have come 
about because the conditions have not been recognized. It is 
obviously impossible to correct them all at once. It is un- 
doubtedly true, however, that the taxpayers of the city of Pitts- 
field are not only willing but desirous that our school system 
shall at least have an average rank. This requires money, care- 
ful oversight and patience. Nothing will encourage the teachers 
of our schools more than to realize that their efforts are recog- 
nized, and that they will be furnished every reasonable aid in 
carrying on their work. 


CONGESTION OF PUPILS. 


The congestion of pupils in some of the present school dis- 
tricts 1s a subject which before another ycar will demand serious 
attention. At the beginning of the present school year the 400 
additional pupils which entered our schools were sufficient to tax 
the capacity of our present school building, and in several in- 
stances it was impossible to accommodate all those who prop- 
erly belonged to certain schools. This matter may be brought 
out most clearly by considering the individual school. The over- 
crowding is most seriously felt at present at the Rice school in 
the Morningside district. It was found necessary to transfer 
the entire ninth grade to the Mercer school and many others 
from the various grades. In some cases pupils were obliged to 
pass their own school on their way to the Mercer, a matter of 
considerable annoyance and hardship during stormy weather. 
These transfers were sufficient to fill the Mercer school. The 
Tucker school transferred an eighth grade to the Plunkett 
school. A number of smaller children were transferred from the 
Onota strect to the Tucker school. One small grade was trans- 
ferred from the Pontoosuc school. These examples illustrate 
the inability of certain schools to care for the pupils in their 
districts. In the chain of schools mentioned above the new 
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Onota Street school with some change in district lines will ma- 
terially relieve the overcrowding, although it will force certain 
children to attend school outside of their natural district, not- 
ably in the Rice school district. 


There are other schools now taxed to their full capacity with 
no natural outlet; but which will require more room another 
year. The Briggs school, a six-room building including grades 
one to six, is filled at the present time. This school is too 
remote from either the Tucker or Plunkett schools to admit the 
transference of these small children without involving con- 
siderable hardship. A four-room addition to this building will 
be required in the near future. The Redfield school is serving a 
rapidly growing section but with no accommodations for any 
increase. To transfer the older pupils to the Plunkett school 
will necessitate a long walk for many, and the crossing of 
tracks. Some of the younger pupils might attend the Fenn 
Street school were it not that this school has difficulty in caring 
for its own pupils. 


The following figures showing the seating capacity and the 
pupils registered at the beginning of the school year show the 
congestion in the schools mentioned above. The figures were 
given after the transferences from one district to another had 
been effected.

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CENTRALIZATION. 


° The gradual tendency to extend the scope of public school 
education, especially in a growing community, calls for in- 
creased appropriation. There is scarcely an item in the public 
school budget that does not show a regular per capita increase 
from year to year. Thus far the public has cheerfully accepted 
the heavier burden of expense. It becomes, therefore, an in- 
creasing obligation of the administrating officer to point out 
weaknesses in the financial expenditures, and if possible to pro- 
pose methods by which a saving may be effected. Your super- 
intendent is strongly of the opinion that it would be an economy 
in expenditure and a benefit to the pupils in question to close 
the Sykes and Barkerville schools and transport the pupils to 
the nearest large school. 


The per eapita expense at the Sykes school is $12 and at 
Barkerville school $79 per year. It is doubtful if any argument 
can be advanced to justify this abnormal expenditure. In both 
schools it is extremely difficult to obtain teachers to serve, chiefly 
because of the inaccessibility of these schools. The pupils are 
obliged in some instances to walk a considerable distance, and 
in the winter through unbroken roads. The arguments for 
centralization are: 


1. Classes become larger, and the close relationships and 
more varled intercourse tends to stimulate interest. 


2. Pupils are better graded, and receive more attention. 


3. The pupils receive the benefit of correctly heated and ven- 
tilated buildings with more sanitary conveniences. 


4. There is more careful supervision of these schools. 


5. Tardiness and irregular attendance are largely reduced, 
and the children are spared wet feet and clothing. 


The pupils are under the care of a responsible person not 
only during school session, but while being transported to and 
irom school. 


These are the general arguments advanced in favor of cen-

tralization. Arguments against it have been on the ground of 
expense, weather disadvantages, distances, cold lunches, lack of 
exercise and unfit roads. In respect to our local schools aH 
these conditions apply in either case except expense which is 
greater under the present arrangement. It may be said that all 
the New England States have adopted this plan, and in from 
85 to 90 per cent. of the cases it has met with popular approval. 
The salaries of the teachers would alone more than cover the 
cost of transportation. ‘The maintenance and heating of the 
building, and the duplication of apparatus would be a distinct 
saving. The registration of pupils for the fall term at the Sykes 
school was 13; at the Barkerville School 9. During stormy 
weather the attendance is severely affected. It would be in the 
line of economy and a distinct gain for the pupils if they could 
have the advantages of the large schools and the opportunity to 
attend school regularly. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


At the time of writing the course of study is being revised 
and codified. ‘The demand for courses of study which come 
nearer to the capacity and need of the child has brought about a 
careful restudy of this phase of school administration. Every- 
where one notes that courses of study are being remodelled. Some 
years ago the trend was toward more diversified curriculum. 
Child study had revealed that child nature demanded more than 
the dry husks of knowledge. This led to the so-called enriched 
courses of study. Old subject matter was elaborated and new 
special subjects were introduced. In many instances the courses 
were so enriched as to become indigestible. The pendulum is 
now swinging back. The added material which has proved to 
be of value is being retained, while the superfluous is fast dis- 
appearing from school requirements. A still more marked 
tendency is to eliminate from the foundation subjects the topics 
which are not justified by the present experience and future 
needs of the child. That a topic is traditional is no longer 
sufficient ground for its retention. Any subject or topic must 
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justify itself for its utilitarian, cultural, or moral value. It is 
a matter of satisfaction to note that educational thought and 
practice is reaching a common ground in the more recent courses 
of study. While there is still much to be done in this direction 
it is noticeable that school systems of the same size and in com- 
munities of the same general characteristics are demanding 
about the same requirements of their pupils. That courses of 
study are changed from time to time is no reflection upon their 
value at the time they were written. It is an indication that 
the schools are attempting to meet changed conditions. The 
course of study at present under construction is being written 
with the co-operation of the teaching body acting through com- 
mittees. By this method we hope to put into our schools a 
course of study that will be sane, workable, and adapted to the 
best interest of our pupils. 


GRADATION. 


A report of this general nature cannot deal exhaustively with 
3ny one topic. Yet there is no subject of greater importance 
tnan that of gradation. From the artificial grouping of pupils 
into yearly units has resulted the vast army of “ repeaters,” 
amounting throughout the country to 15 per cent. ; the retarda- 
tion of the brighter minds; and the lockstep of progress de- 
signed to fit the theoretical average child. The small, old time, 
ungraded school, which was a law unto itself, worked under 
ideal conditions. It did not rest under the shadow of the high 
school, itself a servant of the college; but eared for each child 
according to his own individual ability. While it was limited in 
range, and poorly equipped this type of school laid a firm foun- 
dation, and developed independence and self reliance. In the 
large school systems of to-day individual instruction becomes 
economically impossible. Children must be handled in large 
units. Thus it comes about that we have endeavored to plan 
the work for the average child, ignoring the weaker and check- 
ing the stronger. Both of the later classes have suffered an in- 
calculable wrong. That 15 per cent. of the school funds have 
been spent in caring for those who have fallen behind is an 
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economic waste of huge dimensions. We are beginning to realize 
that conservation means not only trees, water and soil, but the 
lives of the youth of our land. Yet to plan and maintain a 
system of gradation, for there must be some system, which in 
the end will achieve a given amount of work, and will be flexible 
enough to care for all from the slowest to the brightest is one 
of the unsolved problems of the educational world. 


In striving toward this end several tendencies are conspicu- 
ous; namely, to reduce the size of the class; to divide the year 
into smaller units; and to provide special ungraded classes for 
the backward pupils. The object and result of these tendencies 
are obvious. An eight grade system with semi-annual promo- 
tions is at present the most widely accepted plan. It is by no 
means the final word, but is a step in the right direction. 


The Pittsfield public schools are taking the first step toward 
a more flexible system in reducing the elementary course from a 
nine to an eight grade system, to be followed by semi-annual 
promotions. With the above modifications special ungraded 
classes for deficient and backward pupils should be introduced. 
A small part of the 15 per cent. of the repeaters who are found 
throughout the schools of the country are deficient to such an 
extent that they are unable to keep pace with the normal child 
of their age. In the majority of cases, however, the cause is due 
to removal from one city to another, to irregular attendance, 
to illness, or inaptitude for some one subject. Most of the de- 
fects can be remedied by some individual attention. To care for 
such pupils, ungraded classes have been made a part of many 
city school systems, and installed in all buildings of any size. 
Because these classes are purposely limited in size the pupils 
receive individual attention. The result is that, with few ex- 
ceptions, these pupils are able, in time, to return to a regular 
class. From the point of view of the child, who saves a year or 
more in his school life, and in the interest of an economical 
administration these classes justify themselves. The reasons 
stated above for requiring a child to repeat the work of some 
year are not legitimate reasons, although sanctioned by many 
years of custom. The child may very well fail to fit any par- 
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ticular grade; and, unless he can receive individual attention, he 
must fall back to his lowest level. Through ungraded classes, 
or similar devices, this pernicious injustice may be avoided. 

At the present time some of the schools have commenced this 
work in the first grades. Beginners are especially subject to 
temporary attacks, and special instruction to small sections is 
almost a necessity if any uniformity is to be secured. What is 
desired is an extension of this work up into the higher grades.

An examination of the foregoing table brings out clearly the 
effect of an inelastic system of gradation. Thirteen per cent. 
of the pupils enrolled in the elementary schools this year are 
repeating a year’s work. As has been noted elsewhere in this 
report it is highly probable that a more elastic system of grada- 
tion together with closer attention to the needs of the individual 
pupil would greatly reduce this percentage of retardation. The 
child would save the year he loses, or in many instances would 
continue his education where he now withdraws through dis- 
couragement. The benefit to the pupils concerned is the main 
consideration ; but a decrease in the number of repeaters would 
bring about a decided relief in the congestion in our schools, as 
well as a very material financial saving. The percentage of 
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repeaters in our schools at the present time is not abnormal in 
comparison with other cities. Nevertheless it 18 in excess of the 
percentage of children who may be considered below the average ` 
in ability, and a careful study of this phase of our education 
problem should lead to modifications in our practices which will 
tend to reduce this percentage. 

The average age and the number above age in each grade 
discloses the fact that a large proportion of parents do not avail 
themselves of the opportunity of sending their children to our 
schools at five years of age. The age taken as normal for the 
first grade on January 1st was six vears and six months. "The 
average age for the first grade is within a month of the age 
taken as normal, while 40 per cent. are above this age. Although, 
while there is no data on hand to show the truth of the state- 
ment, it is probably true that those who do enter the first grade 
at five years are at a disadvantage, and form a large part of 
the 20 per cent. who repeat the work of the first grade. A still 
more interesting study can be made of the statistics for the ninth 
grade. The normal age was taken as fourteen years and six 
months. The average for the ninth grade was fourteen years 
and eight months, which for all practical purposes may be con- 
sidered as normal. Yet one notes that 63 per cent. of the class 
are above this age. It is evident at a glance that the remaining 
37 per cent. must be considerably below the average age to bal- 
ance the large excess that is above the average. To make this 
possible this minority must have accomplished the work of the 
nine years in seven or eight years, in spite of the lack of any 
automatic arrangement for such progress. The 63 per cent. 
of the pupils who are in excess of the normal age must consist 
of those who have been retarded somewhere in the course, and 
those who entered school later than the average and who have 
progressed regularly from grade to grade. Any further analysis 
of these particular figures is impossible from this limited data, 
but it offers interesting ground for speculation. It will be 
noted that the percentage of those above age increases regularly 
until the seventh grade. The decrease from this point is due 
to the fact that the seventh is the average grade attained by 
those leaving school to seek employment. Children cannot leave 
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school until they are fourteen years of age. The normal age 
for the seventh grade is twelve years and six months. 


The average age of the 299 pupils who obtained employ- 
ment certificates during the school year and who had reached 
on the average the seventh grade, was fourteen years and seven 
months. In short those who left school for the shop, office or 
store were two years beyond the normal age for the grade they 
had reached, and consisted in the main of those who had been 
retarded somewhere in their school room. Discouragement, in- 
aptitude, and distaste for the school work account for the ma- 
jority of these withdrawals. Many of this considerable num- 
ber of pupils would have continued school if the work had been 
more attractive, better suited to their needs, or, in a measure, 
aimed to fit them for some definite occupation. Herein lies a 
basic argument against our traditional system of one road for 
all, and that designed for the more ambitious or better favored 
few. It is because of this fearful waste of child life, that the 
last few years has seen the wide adaptation of manual activity 
throughout the schools, and industrial schools running parallel 
or in conjunction with the high school. 


A companion of these statistics of our local schools with 
similar statistics gathered from 2,000,000 pupils in fifty-eight 
cities shows wherein our school system falls short of the average 
in some particulars, and in others compares favorably. The 
percentage of pupils over age among the fifty-eight cities varies 
from 18 to 82 per cent., with a gencral average of 50 per cent. 
Fifty per cent. of the first grade are carried to the final. grade 
of the grammar school. Fifteen per cent. of the 2,000,000 pupils 
are recorded as repeaters. The figures for the Pittsfield schools 
are correspondingly as follows: Over age, 57 per cent.; carried 
to final grade, 37 per cent.; repeaters, 13 per cent. The most 
conspicuous deduction which may be made from this comparison 
is that our local schools fall far short of the general average in 
the number of pupils who complete the elementary course. The 
nature of our industries does not give our schools an unusual 
percentage of pupils who are obliged to leave school at the 
earliest possible age and add their mite to the support of the 
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family. Lacking this explanation the conclusion is that our 
schools have hitherto failed to offer the work which attracts the 
pupils to continue beyond the required legal age. The experi- 
ence of other cities which have been grappling with this situation 
indicates that the natural inclination of child life for manual 
activity must be recognized. 


KINDERGARTENS. 


It is entirely unnecessary to make any argument in behalf 
of this department of public school education. Kindergartens 
have been maintained long enough to demonstrate their right of 
establishment and support. The criticisms which were made so 
persistently in the earlier stages of these schools have been dis- 
credited by experience. The criticism of play which occasion- 
ally arises is the most harmful because it is true that the work 
of the kindergartens is carried on in a spirit of play and song. 
It is equally true, however, that when some genius arises and 
shows us how to carry this play side of child nature on into the 
elementary schools we shall have less truancy, less retardation, 
less dropping out of school, less unrest, and more responsive, 
cheerful children with consequent improvement in progress and 
spirit. The advantages of kindergartens have been summarized 
by Superintendent A. J. Demarest, of Hoboken, New Jersey, 
as follows: 


1. Cleanliness is impressed on the child and becomes a 
fixed habit. 


2. The child upon its introduction to school life, learns 
one of the most valuable lessons in life — to do as he is told. 


3. Kindergarten training gives the child better control of 
the body. 


4. Kindergarten children are better prepared for the grade 
work than those who have never had the advantage of this 
training, and, as a rule, they forge ahead and are soon from a 
half to a whole year in advance of those who have not had this 
valuable foundation work. 
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5. They begin school life under ideal conditions. They 
are ushered into such a wholesome atmosphere where they are 
quickly made to feel at home resulting in a greater sense 
of freedom and at the same time establishing a bond of sym- 
pathy between pupil and teacher. 


6. Kindergarten children are more punctual in attendance, 
and, because of the freedom of the kindergarten, which encour- 
ages speech and gives exercise in language, they are more 
responsive. 


7. The kindergarten training encourages the growth of 
every faculty and not only inspires the child with confidence, 
but develops power — physical and intellectual. 


8. It utilizes the self-activity of the child and stimulates 
him to take the initiative. 


9. The ethical influences are evident — kindness, sym- 
pathy, generosity and consideration are qualities usually found 
in the child of the kindergarten. 


10. In consequence of this training “children are 
amenable to school discipline, are more polite and truthful, 
have a general fund of knowledge on which the first grade 
work can be based, have greater spontaneity, are more self- 
reliant, and show a greater power of application resulting from 
acquired habits of attention and concentration.” 


MEDICAL INSPECTION, 


Chapter 502, section 1 of the Acts of 1906 of the State of 
Massachusetts reads: “ The school committee of every city and 
town in the commonwealth shall appoint one or more school 
physicians, shall assign one to each publie school within its city 
or town, and shall provide them with all proper facilities for 
the performance of their duties as prescribed in this act: pro- 
vided, however, that in cities wherein the Board of Health is 
already maintaining or shall hereafter maintain substantially 
such medical inspection as this act requires, the Board of 
Health shall appoint and assign the school physician." 
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Pittsfield is one of the few cities and towns of the State 
which has not complied with this mandatory law. The State 
ceport for 1909 shows that 281 out of 321 towns and cities in 
Massachusetts have established medical inspection. In view of 
this law it 1s hardly necessary to enter into any long discussion 
of the advisability of medical inspection in our schools. | 

The safe-guarding of the individual child and the immunity 
from contagion ; and the recognition of defective sight and hear- 
ing, of adenoids, carious teeth, curvature of the spine and other 
physical defects would in themselves recommend medical in- 
spection without any compulsory law. From a financial point 
of view the lack of systematic inspection causes a large waste 
of publie money. During an epidemic such as we have been 
experiencing any progress in classes where there is any consider- 
able percentage of illness is impossible. The expenses of main- 
taining these classes will continue, but the return in results is 
almost negligible. There is no sound argument against medical 
inspection and every argument for it. | 


It is to be hoped that definite provision for the carrying 
out of this law will be made in the financial budget of this 
year. The report of the Russell Sage Foundation estimates 
that physical examination and inspection for the detection of 
contagious diseases costs about fifty cents per capita per year. 
The State law covers both these phases of medical inspection. 


Medical examination to be effective should require a careful 
physical examination of every pupil at least once each year. The 
record should be filed and retained throughout the entire school 
attendance of each child. All cases requiring medical attention 
can be reported to the parents of the child. In any case the 
knowledge of physical defects enables the teacher to give the 
child proper consideration in respect to seating or arrangement 
of the school work. Morcover a continuous record of the physical 
examinations affords valuable data concerning the development 
or retrogression of the child. At the time of actual epidemics 
or when there are more than the normal number of contagious 
diseases the school physicians should make regular inspections 
and be available at all times to discover and check any unusual 
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increase of illness. The desultory method under which our 
schools have been acting is almost useless. At the best it is 
merely curative, while systematic inspection tends toward pre- 
vention. 


INDUSTRIAL TRAINING. 


The time has arrived for Pittsfield as a manufacturing cen- 
ter to recognize the trend of educational thought by the intro- 
duction of industrial training as a part of its local school sys- 
tem. It is becoming a truism of educational theory that our 
public schools need to be remodelled in a manner to bring them 
in closer touch with the vocations which 90 per cent. of the 
pupils enter. The fact that where industrial schools have been 
established the tendency is toward extension and more liberal 
` support is direct evidence that industrial training is not a fad 
or a doubtful experiment. The list of Massachusetts cities and 
towns which are maintaining such schools is already a long one, 
and the indications are that the industrial school will soon be- 
come as universal as is the high school to-day. The public, 
which in the last analysis dictates the policy and direction of its 
publie education, has given industrial education the stamp of 
approval by authorizing through its legislature publie funds in 
part support of industrial schools. Employers, who are depend- 
ent upon the intelligence and skill of their employees, have been 
prompt to co-operate by opening their shops for the practical 
side of this education. Organized labor has eome to recognize 
that better training means enlarged opportunity, and have not 
only sanctioned industrial training, but in some instances have 
demanded the opportunity for such training as a part of appren- 
ticeship and in others have influenced legislation toward the 
establishment of industrial schools. "With all these strong fac- 
tors in favor of this movement it only remains for each com- 
munity to study its local conditions and to establish and fur- 
nish the support for such a school as best suits its industrial 
needs. 

Industrial continuation schools may be classified roughly 
as full-time schools, part-time schools, and evening schools. The 
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part time schools with evening classes for men is the type which 
has given the greatest satisfaction. Under this arrangement the 
pupil spends from four hours to half his time in the school, the 
remainder being spent in practical application of his trade in 
the shop. The evening industrial school alone has proved a 
decided failure. It has been demonstrated in many places that 
a boy spending the day at a machine or bench does not possess 
the vitality to devote himself to evening study for any length 
of time. His physical welfare demands that his evenings shall 
be devoted to rest or recreations. The problem practically be- 
comes that of a day school open to the boys a certain number of 
hours a week, or as in Fitchburg and Beverly, where he spends 
alternate weeks in the shop and school pairing off with some 
other boy. 


The course in these schools usually runs through four years. 
The instruction is to a large extent individual, for the reason 
that ordinarily numerous trades and industries are represented. 
There are certain subjects which are taught in common such , 
as reading, commercial correspondence, spelling, commercial 
geography and civics. The work in blue print reading, free 
hand and mechanical drawing, practical mathematics, shop 
science and theory, are adapted directly to the work of the indi- 
vidual pupil. The keynote of the major part of the work is 
-utility and direct application to the daily work of the boy. Be- 
sides this phase of the work the boy is trained for better citizen- 
ship by the reading and discussion of such material as may be 
designated broadly as civics. 


When such schools are established it has been possible 
through co-operation with the employers to continue the pay of 
the boy during the hours he is in school. This is in no sense 
charity. Employers and foremen testify that there is no loss 
in the output where the boys are in school a few hours a week. 
The report of the Continuation School at Cincinnati admirably 
covers the point. “ When the boys start to school they are as 
a rule depressed, indifferent, disgruntled. They look upon their 
employer as an aristocrat, their foreman as a slave driver, their 
machine as a treadmill and the world at large as against them. 
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Their faces are frozen in a perpetual grouch. The path to 
advancement seems long and uncertain. As they feel their 
mind and body settling in a groove they become rebellious and 
ready to quit. The school comes as a new interest in their 
lives. ‘They can scarcely realize at first that anybody cares, but 
soon thaw out and a new light shines in their eyes. They see 
for the first time the purpose of instruction which bored them 
in school days. They have a motive. They can put their knowl- 
edge to use. They become interested and intellectually awak- 
ened. Their attitude changes toward their employer, their fore- 
man, their machine, the world. They are no longer mere hands, 
cubs, operatives. They are becoming masters of an honorable 
craft. As they are induced to go from one shop to another they 
have been known to make it a condition that they be permitted 
to attend the Continuation School.” 


The item of cost is entirely dependable upon the size and 
nature of the school. State aid materially reduces the cost of 
maintaining any approved school. The Continuation School 
at Cincinnati, which has been referred to, cares for 200 students, 
divided into nine groups, according to proficiency. Each group 
attends four hours a week for forty-eight weeks in the year. 
The cost of maintainance has been $15 per pupil per year. A 
school of this type does not require an elaborate equipment. 
Beside the ordinary class rooms, a room for free hand and 
mechanical drawing, and a small hall for use as a lecture room 
would be sufficient. Since but one section is in attendance at 
a time, comparatively small space will accommodate a consider- 
able number of students. 


It is too early to state just what type of school is required 
in Pittsfield to give our boys the benefit of this specialized train- 
ing. The committee who have undertaken to study the local 
situation are to report later and undoubtedly will present a 
well-formulated plan. The important point is to make a start. 
Unless our conditions are materially different from those in the 
other cities in Massachusetts and elsewhere an industrial contin- 
uation school will gather strength as it proceeds, and becomes 
its own argument for extension and support. This is a present- 


180 


day industrial problem in a distinctly industrial period. Pitts- 
field as a manufacturing city cannot afford to neglect this op- 
portunity to further its solid business interests through delay 
in training its future mechanics. 


EVENING SCHOOLS. 


The regular winter term of the evening school was opened 
at the high school on October 17th and closed February 24th. 

The industrial school as a separate department was discon- 
tinued. The subjects formerly given in this school, with the 
exception of manual training, were included in the regular high 
school work. The only high school subjects offered were voca- 
tional. These were bookkeeping, typewriting, shorthand, me- 
chanical and free-hand drawing. There is an increasing demand 
for these subjects, and the classes are well attended. The stu- 
dents in these subjects represent two classes. Many of those 
studying typewriting and shorthand are employed during the 
day as clerks in our local stores. In spite of their long hours 
of employment they are willing to give up their free evenings 
in hopes of obtaining the knowledge and skill which will enable 
them to secure positions as stenographers, which in respect to 
pay and hours is considered a distinct gain over their present 
employment. The free public evening school is their only op- 
portunity to fit themselves for advancement, and they are prompt 
to take advantage of it. Many of the students in the other 
courses are engaged in occupations more or less related to the 
subject in hand. By a systematic study of a subject they see 
an opportunity either to gain a better knowledge of their work 
or to place themselves in line for advancement. With but few 
exceptions these students have a distinct object in view. This 
results in a spirit of earnestness which brings astonishing results 
in the limited time during which the school is open. 

The elementary school is attended in the main by adults 
who are beginning the study of English. Many of these are 
entirely illiterate. Others have received some education in a 
foreign country. As might be expected the latter class make far 
more rapid progress. Nowhere in our educational system can 
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one find a greater spirit of earnestness than is manifest among 
these adults who night after night strive to pick up the rudi- 
ments of a foreign language. There is also a department made 
up of younger pupils who are carrying on their school work 
from the point where it was dropped when they left school to 
seek employment. 

Up to this time the evening school has been held in one 
centrally-located building. There are indications that this work 
can have a far wider scope by establishing branches in some of 
the other buildings. Already one such petition has been received. 
It is requested that a class be opened in the Russell School, for 
the use of a group who are unable to reach the present school in 
time for the session. It would appear wise to grant this request 
long enough at least to test the result of an extension of the 
present system.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL. 
To Mr. Clair G. Persons, Superintendent of Schools: 


Dear Sir:— As principal of the high school, I have the 
honor to submit the following report for the year 1910: 

_ The attendance record for the year has been very good 
despite the prevalence of contagious diseases in the city during 
the fall term. For the school year ending July 1, 1910, the 
enrollment was 513, the average membership 459, and the aver- 
age attendance 440. For the fall term ending December 16, 
1910, the enrollment was 533, the average membership 517, and 
the average attendance 501. "The percentage of attendance for 
the school year ending July 1, 1910, was 95.91, and that for 
the calendar year ending December 16, 1910, was 95.97. The 
pereentage of tardiness for the calendar year was only 2.11 as 
compared with 2.63 for the previous year, which in turn was 
the best record in this respect in at least six years. 

The classes of 1910 numbered eighty-seven, of whom eleven 
were graduated from the Classical Course, twenty from the Latin- 
German Course, ten from the Latin-Scientific Course, twenty- 
six from the English Course, and nineteen from the Business 
Course, while one completed only a partial course. 

Since graduation thirty-four members of the class have 
continued their education.  Eighteen of these entered college, 
seven went to normal schools, two to private secondary schools, 
and one each to schools of medicine, law, music, and art. Three 
have returned to the high school for further study. Of those 
who entered college, four went to Smith, three to Simmons, two 
to Wellesley, two to Williams, and one each to Vassar, Harvard, 
Holy Cross, and the Massachusetts Agricultural Colleges, Cor- 
nell and Lehigh Universities, and Rensselaer Polytechnic Insti- 
tute. Of the twenty who entered colleges and universities, 
including medical and law schools, twelve entered wholly by 
certificate, two wholly by examination, and six partly by certifi- 
cate and partly by examination. 
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Our present accommodations provide for the seating of 576 
pupils. The normal annual increase would bring the enroll- 
ment up to fully this number next fall term; but in addition to 
the normal increase, it 1s expected that there will be a special 
increase of one hundred or more pupils on account of the 
change to the eight-grade system. For this unusual increase 
provision must be made by arranging for additional seating 
accommodations, by securing the necessary text-books, and by 
employing a sufficient number of new teachers. 


In accordance with the new science course recently adopted, 
it will be necessary next fall to provide for a laboratory course 
in physics to be taken in the junior year. This will require the 
equipment of the physical laboratory with apparatus for indi- 
vidual experiments. I would also recommend that the French 
course be extended so as to allow recitations in this subject each 
day rather than twice a week, as is now the case in the first two 
years of the course. 

To provide for the expected increase in numbers and also 
for the new courses in physics and French as recommended 
above, it is estimated that at the opening of the fall term at 
least six new teachers will be needed. 


In conclusion I wish to express my thanks to you as well 
as to my fellow teachers, to the pupils of the school, and to the 
members of the school committee for the spirit of co-operation 
and helpfulness manifested by all in the conduct of the school.

Mr. C. G. Persons, Superintendent: 


Drar Sin:— The chief aim in the primary and interme- 
diate grades is to teach thoroughly the elements of notation and 
tonal diserimination, so that the classes, on reaching the gram- 
mar grades, will be ready for difficult chorus work. It is a well- 
known fact that English cannot be taught until children have 
learned to read and write, and the teaching of music is based on 
precisely the same principles. 


In order that good chorus singing may result, much atten- 
tion is paid to individual work. This is conducive to habits of 
concentration, self-control, alert thinking and observation, and 
is, therefore, of great benefit to all other school work. In fact, 
music, when taught in this manner, demands the exercise of 
more mental faculties than any other subject. 


Hand in hand with the study of symbols and the training 
of the ear goes the effort to create a love for the best that there 
is in music by means of attractive songs of the highest type. 

The place of music in the elementary school is not as a spe- 
cial study merely for entertainment and recreation, but as a 
foundation study and a strong influence on character. “ The 
more education, the more music; the more culture and refine- 
ment, the less crime. All that opens the beautiful to those of 
moderate means blesses the whole community.”

In a general way we are following the same outline as 
taught in all the New England States, local conditions govern- 
ing shght changes in different cities. In the first three grades 
the work is imitative for the most part. In the other grades the 
work is directive, teaching the principles of drawing ix be ap- 
pljed to the work through the year. 


At different times water-colors of high standing have been 
shown in the different grades with the idea of ne the pupils 
to better judge and appreciate good pictures. 


In the lower grades the Munsell colors have been a great help 
in the color work. In the landscape and design work they are 
of great value, as a child cannot produce the crude colors that 
are possible with other crayons. 

The work has been greatly benefited and the teachers 
helped by the new art books which have been placed in the 
schools this year, thereby making it possible to place before the 
pupils some of the finest examples of art in its broadest sense, 
which must develop in the pupils an appreciation of the beauty 
of nature and an inspiration to work.

With that idea,in 
mind, classes have been formed for 124 teachers, who are now 
practicing muscular movement writing under my direction. 


Pupils are being taught to write their daily lessons with 
movement, as a part of their penmanship work. 

The near future should see a better class of penmen than 
we have yet produced. Our grammar grade pupils should leave 
school equipped with a legible and rapid handwriting and should 
be able to secure better positions because of this fact. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank you for the enthusiasm you 
have shown and the hearty support you have given to the cause 
of good writing in Pittsfield.

To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council: 


GENTLEMEN :— I have the honor to submit the annual report 
of the Pittsfield Fire Department for the year ending December 
31, 1910. 


The department has responded to 112 alarms during the 
year, of which 37 were box alarms, 72 telephone calls, and 3 
verbal calls, two of the box alarms being false. 


APPARATUS. 


The apparatus of the department consists of one third-class 
Silsby steam fire engine; 1 second-size Metropolitan steam fire 
engine; 2 Clapp and Jones fourth-class steam fire engines ; 3 com- 
bination wagons, 2 with 50-gallon tanks carrying 800 feet of 
regular hose and 200 feet of chemical hose each, and 1 60-gallon 
tank carrying 600 feet of hose; 2 hook and ladder trucks and 
600 feet of ladders; 1 supply wagon carrying 1,500 feet of hose; 
2 exercise wagons; 2 exercise sleighs and hook and ladder sleigh ; 
] one-horse Millburn wagon used for wire work; 1 chief’s buggy ; 
1 chief’s sleigh; 1 hand-pumping engine; 2 hose carts; 1 one- 
horse sleigh, the whole distributed as follows: 
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Central Station: — One third-class Silsby steam fire engine ; 
1 fourth-class Clapp & Jones steam fire engine; 1 second-size 
Metropolitan steam fire engine, all in good condition; 2 com- 
bination hose wagons, fully equipped; 1 exercise sleigh; 1 exer- 
cise wagon; 1 hook and ladder sleigh; 2 hook and ladder trucks, 
with 600 feet of ladders; 1 chief’s buggy; 1 chief’s sleigh. 

Morningside Station:— 1 combination chemical and hose 
wagon fully equipped; 1 fourth-class Clapp & Jones steam fire 
engine; 1 hose and supply wagon, carrying 1,500 feet of hose; 
1 hose and supply sleigh, carrying 1,500 feet of hose; 1 exercise 
wagon; 1 exercise sleigh. 


WEST PITTSFIELD VOLUNTEER DEPARTMENT. 


One hand-pumping engine; 2 hose carts, 1,000 feet regular 
hose. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I would recommend that one horse be purchased for Morn- 
ingside Station to take the place of the one we lost, as we are 
now paying $1.50 per day for horse hire. 

I would recommend that one new combination automobile 
be purchased, also one new automobile aerial hook and ladder 
truck of the Seagraves make. 

The Central Fire Station should. be repaired and painted 
outside and inside. Nothing has been done toward repairing this 
building since I have been here, which is five years, notwith- 
standing I have asked for an appropriation for this purpose each 
year. It is so bad now that something will have to be done. 

I would recommend that chemical No. 1 wagon be put to 
shop for new set of wheels and new forward springs. This wagon 
is unsafe to use and should be attended to at once. 

I would recommend that one new wagon pipe be purchased. 
These pipes are intended for large fires and are very effective. 
They cost $125. If a new hook and ladder truck is not pur- 
chased, the one we have must be repaired and new set of wheels 
and forward springs repaired. 
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I would recommend that the sum of $5,000 be appropriated 
for reconstructing the fire alarm system. The circuits now in 
use are in first-class condition, but are overloaded. The repeater, 
which is a five-circuit one, is too small, and should be replaced 
with a ten-circuit repeater, which with other improvements 
would place the system on a safe basis for many years to come. 

The sum of $5,000 was appropriated for an automobile the 
past year, and $700 for 1,000 feet of hose, but neither was used. 

I would recommend that the permanent men’s wages be 
raised as per their petition. 

I would recommend that two more men be appointed as 
engineers for steamers from the ranks of the permanent men, 
and that two permanent firemen be appointed to fill their present 
places, as the two captains are engineers and have to serve as 
such at fires, and are consequently of no assistance to the head 
of the department except to run an engine. 

I would recommend that if a gasoline pump is purchased for 
the West Pittsfield department two permanent firemen be ap- 
pointed to care for and run the same. The house occupied by 
them could at a small expense be easily made into a very com- 
fortable fire house, and would be of great assistance to the depart- 


ment. 
PERMANENT FORCE. 


The manual! force of the department consists of twenty-one 
men. We have lost one man, Captain George Frey, by death. 
Donald MacDonald was promoted to be captain to fill the vacancy 
and one permanent man appointed to fill his place. James Grady 
and William Riddle resigned from the department and two men 
were appointed to fill the vacancies. 

The present organization is constituted as follows: Chief 
Engineer, Assistant Chief Engineer, two captains, two elec- 
tricians, one engineer, fourteen permanent firemen, making 
twenty-one permanent men. The two captains are engineers. 


CALL FORCE. 


This branch of the department has been reduced and reor-

ganized and now consists of Classes A and B. Class A consists 
of twenty-five active call men, and they receive $100 per year 
and 40 cents per hour for overtime. Class B consists of twenty 
eall men who do not respond to first alarms, but respond to all 
second alarms and receive A0 cent per hour. 


VOLUNTEER FORCE. 


This organization consists of a president, one foreman, one 
assistant foreman, clerk, treasurer and forty volunteer firemen, 
making a total of forty-five men. 


HORSES. 


There are thirteen horses owned by this department, nine at 
Central Station, four at Morningside Station, one having died 
the past year.

Pittsfield, Mass., Jan. 31, 1911. 
To the Honorable City Council of the City of Pittsfield :— 


In compliance with the ordinances of the city, I respect- 
fully report to your honorable body the work of the legal de- 
department for the year 1910. 


There are no suits pending against the citv except the 
old case of the American Sewerage Disposal Company 
against the City of Pittsfield in the Circuit Court of the 
United States. 


The case of Adolph Naehr against the City of Pittsfield 
was tried last April in our Superior Court before a jury. It 
was an action of tort to recover damages for the injuries to a 
horse by reason ofa defective highway on the Upper Barker- 
ville Road. The jury returned a verdict for the plaintiff in 
the sum of $165.00. This amount has been paid. 


The case of the City of Pittsfield against the Ambursen 
Hydraulic Construction Company which was brought in our 
Superior Court to recover damages caused by the wash-out 
at the Lower Ashley Dam was settled at a conference in Bos. 
ton on August 5, 1910. By the terms of the agreement of 
settlement, the Ambursen Company paid $1000 at the time 
the papers were executed and $1000 is to be paid each month 


248 


beginning January 1, 1911 until the full amount is paid. 
The city has received the January installment of $1000. 


O. S. Hutchinson against the City of Pittstield was a pe- 
tition filed in our Superior Court for a jury to assess damages 
claimed fo be due Mr. Hutchinson from the city by reason of 
the construction of the Ambursen Dam on Mill Brook in 
1908 and 1909. The city filed a plea in bar and the plain- 
tiff’s attorneys agreed that the case might be discontinued. 


LEGISLATION. 


SPECIAL ACTS. 


The City has secured during the winter of 1910 the fol- 
lowing legislation for its special benefit :— 


Chapter 290 is an Act to authorize the City of Pittsfield 
to incnr additional indebtedness to the amount of Five 
Hundred Thousand Dollars for the improvement of its water 
works. 


Chapter 318 is an Act to extend the time for the remov- 
al of overhead wires in the City of Pittsfield. 


This department was not requested to participate in the 
efforts to obtain a new charter. 


The following statutes enacted by the General Court in 
1910 apply generally to Cities :— 


Chapter 400 is an Act to authorize cities and towns to 
regulate the matter of renting boats or bathing suits for use 
on great ponds. 


Chapter 508 is an Act relative to the power of cities and 
towns in respect to play grounds and physical education. 


Chapter 598 is an Act relative to the auditing by the 
Director of the Bureau ol Statistics of municipal accounts. 


Chapter 607 is an Act to provide for reimbursing cities 
and towns for loss of taxes on land used for public in- 
stitutions, 
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Chapter 619 is an Act to authorize the cities and towns 
of the Commonwealth to establish retirement systems for 
their employees, 


Chapter 640 is an Act to provide for inspection by 
Boards of Health of cold storage and refrigerating ware- 
houses, 


Chapter 412 is an Act relative to annual and other re- 
ports of city and town officials which prohibits the publica- 
tion of certain information. 


Chapter 319 is an Act relative to bonds to be given by 
city and town clerks on account of fees for dog licenses and 
hunters’ certificates 


Chapter 261 is an Act relative to the indemnification of 
police officers and firemen. 


Chapter 419 is an Act relative to the licensing of minors 
to engage in certain occupations in cities. 


Chapter 363 is an Act to establish the authority of cities 
over trees within the limits of the highway. 


The following statutes apply to municipal contracts ;— 


Acts of 1904, Chapter 349 is an Act to provide for the 
protection of persons furnishing materials or labor for pub- 
lic work. 


Acts of 1907, Chapter 343 is an Act to provide that con- 
tracts made by cities shall be open to inspection by the pnb- 
lic. This Act is amended by Chapter 201 of the Acts of 1909. 


Acts of 1909, Chapter 514, Sections 38 and 39, provides 
that all contracts entered into by cities shall contain a stipu- 
lation that no person shall be requested or required to work 
more than eight hours in any one calendar day, and every 
municipal contract which does not contain this stipulation 
shall be null and void. 


The following statutes should be considered in preparing 
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bond issues, being special statutes applying to the City of 
Pittsfield. 


Acts of 1892 Chapter 185 is an Act to provide an addi- 
tional water supply for the City of Pittsfield ts take the 
waters of Roaring Brook as an additional water supply. It 
is under these two Acts and the amendments thereof that the 
water bonds are issued. 


Acts of 1890, Chapter 357 is an Act to authorize the City 
of Pittsfield to construct a system of sewerage and to provide 
for the payment thereof It is under this Act and the 
amendments thereof that sewer bonds are issued. 


The following general legislation must be considered in 
preparing the bond issues. 


Chapter 27 of the Revised Laws, relates generally to 
municipal indebtedness. 


Chapter 73 of the Revised, Laws Section 4, relates to the 
issue of registered bonds. 


Acts of 1909, Chapter 136 is an act providing for the 
registration of bonds and for other securities held by the 
Commonwealth. 


Chapter 49, Section 31 of the Revised Laws relates to 
short term bonds and notes to be issued for indebtedness in- 
curred in making sewer connections. 


Acts of 1908, Chapter 464 as amended by Chapter 594 of 
the Acts of 1908 provides that the bonds, notes and certifi- 
cates of indebtedness of cities and other municipal corpora- 
tions may be exempt from taxation in Massachusetts if it is 
so denominated on the face of the bond or note. 


Acts of 1908, Chapter 341, Section 1, is an Act relating 
to the proportionate payments of municipal indebtedness. 


Acts of 1910, Chapter 379 is an Act which provides the 
manner for the application of prennums received upon the 
sale of municipal bonds. 


It has been thought well to refer to the above statutes 
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relating to the legal affairs of the city for the convenience of 
the various city officials. 


The charter provides that ordinances may be passed or- 
ganizing the department of public works. This has never 
been done although the Acts of 1891, Chapter 217, provides 
that the City Council may annually elect a city engineer. 


At the suggestion of the legal department an order has 
been introduced providing for the filing and indexing of the 
legal documents of the city. It is recommended that the le- 
gal documents now in the various offices in the City Hall be 
assembled and an index made thereof, with maps showing 
the location of all city property, and that an appropriation 
be made for such work. 


I desire to thank the various city officials for their many 
courtesies to this department.

GENTLEMEN :— 


The Overseers of the Poor of the City of Pittsfield, herewith sub- 
mit their annual report for the vear ending December 31, 1910. 


The rapid growth of the city has brought a large number of peopl: 
here who think any person can find work if they can reach Pittsfield. 
If they fail to find work or are out of employment a short time thev 
are obliged to apply for help. By advertising and otherwise wherever 
possible we secure employment for these persons, thereby making them 
self supporting. 


A large portion of the aid given by this department goes to 
families of widows in which there are small children or to families in 
which there is sickness. accidents. or deaths. 


We wish to acknowledge the co-operation and assistance of the 
various charitable organizations of the city. 


Especially do we wish to thank the generous citizens of this city 
and surrounding towns for the immediate raising of a large fund 
amounting to nearly $9.500 to benefit the families of the killed and 
disabled men at Morewood lake. Twenty-nine cases have or are being 
partially or wholly cared for by this fund. thereby saving the tax- 
payers of Pittsfield a large stim of money, besides preventing these 
people from being pauperized, which they greatly appreciate. 


In this report no account is made of bills payable or bills receiv- 
able, as they show in the payments and reimbursements of 1911. 
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APPROPRIATIONS. 


The appropriations for the poor department received and expended 
were:

The cost was about forty-six cents per capita of our city population. 
The gross expenditures of the poor department in 1910 were $800 


more than in 1909. 
The cash reimbursements in 1910 were $1,136.17 more than in 
1909, which makes a net saving of $336.17 over the net expenditures in 


1909.

The expenditures for the twelve months of 1910 will show in the 
city relief table. 

Of the amount of $10,000 expended for outside poor, $7,073.31 was 
charged to the city of Pittsfield; $1,996.43 was expended for the State 
poor; and $930.26 was for persons living in this city but having a legal 
settlement elsewhere within the Commonwealth. 

The number of families aided in 1910 were 312. comprising 435 
males and 406 females, making a total of 841 persons aided. 

Fifteen persons having no settlement within the Commonwealth 
were sent to the state hospital at Tewksbury. 

Permanent homes have been found in families for four children 
who would otherwise have been sent to institutions.

8 died and 67 were discharged, leaving the number of inmates at the 
City Farm January 1, 1911, as 65.

The net expense at the City Farm has been $8,319.54. The average 
weekly cost per inmate was $3.20.

Very often in the practice of the City Physician cases 
are met which require hospital treatment. Such cases have 
been' taken to the House of Mercy where they have received 
prompt attention. 
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Every vear we have had one or two cases of consump- 
tion at the City Farm. Such patients are isolated, receive 
good care and are allowed special diet. 


I take pleasure in making mention of the hard work 
done conscientiously and cheerfully by Mr. and Mrs. W. W.

GENTLEMEN :— In compliance with the ordinances, I here- 
with present my third annual report for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1910. 


All apparatus connected with the fire and police signal sys- 
tems is in good working order. New batteries have been 
installed on both systems. 


It is very necessary that changes be made on the different 
circuits and a new eight or ten-circuit repeater be put in place 
of the present five-circuit repeater. These changes must be 
made in order to extend the lines to the new sections of the city 
that have been built up in the past few years. The expense of 
these changes will probably be about $5,000. These changes 
were recommended in my report of last year. 


A good improvement was made by placing wires under- 
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ground on South street from Broad street to Crofut street. Fire 
alarm box 14 was changed from old location to corner of South 
and George street. In doing this work 4,500 feet of wire was 
used. 

Considerable trouble was caused during the year by parts 
of police signal register being worn out. It was necessary to 
have a representative of Gamwell Company replace the defective 
parts. . 

The police box at corner of North and Fenn streets has been 
placed on an iron standard, the electric ight pole having been 
removed. The change improves the appearance of that corner. 

I have been assisted during the year by John E. Fleming, 
a practical electrician.

PITTSFIELD, Mass., January, 1911. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and Honorable City Council: 


In accordance with the provisions of the City Ordinances 
the Board submits herewith a report of the operations of this 
department for the year 1910. The abnormal growth of the 
city for the last year has caused unusual activity in all the 
departments. About five miles of water mains have been laid, 
over four and one-half miles of sewer mains, large extensions in 
sidewalks, and, in fact, all lines of work have exceeded any 
previous year. In the following pages will be found detailed 
information of the several departments of the Board. 


WATER WORKS. 


. As usual the question of most thought and interest has 
been the supply of water for the city. The service during the 
past year has been excellent. The water has been clear and all 
takers have been allowed to use hose during the summer. While 
the supply has, of course, been limited there has been no occasion 
to shut off water for legitimate use. The supply was drawn 
from the East mountains, and part of the supply pumped from 
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Onota Lake. Pumping was begun on November 8, 1909, and 
was discontinued February 1, 1910. It became necessary to 
resume pumping on July 5th, and it has been run continuously 
night and day to the end of the year. In the late summer it 
was realized that a shortage of water was imminent and steps 
were taken to meet the condition. 'l'he City Council authorized 
the purchase of a new two-stage centrifugal pump direct con- 
nected to motor, and the building of a new main to Onota Lake 
at Burbank Park, the line running through Onota street and 
Lake avenue, with connections at Linden street and West street. 


The establishment of this line and station is for emergency 
purposes only and the westerly end of the line is imbedded only 
three feet in the ground. The section through Onota street and 
a portion of Lake avenue is permanent, being part of the 
future development of the plant. ‘The line extending to Onota 
Lake from Miss Learned's will soon be discontinued and the 
pumping station which through the kindness of Mr. Salisbury 
has been allowed to stand on his land will be removed. 


A new pumping station for emergency use has been already 
built at Burbank Park and the water mains extended to within 
100 feet of the pump-house. More ledge was encountered in the 
excavation than was anticipated and will cause the cost to be 
considerably increased. The pump and motor are in process of 
construction by the Allis-Chalmers Company and is expected 
soon. Upon its arrival it will be installed in the station and 
connections will be made with the force main to the city. 


The pumping plant at Ashley Lake was overhauled and put 
in condition for immediate use in November, but the timely 
arrival of rain has rendered its use unnecessary. 


Roaring Brook was diverted into Mill Brook on November 
22, 1910, through the old wooden flume which greatly aided the 
supply. The cost of maintenance has been greatly increased by 
reason of the use of these emergency and pumping plants over 
the old gravity system. 
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The unusual operations in new buildings has called for exten- 
sions of the water mains to all parts of the city. The consump- 
tion of water the past season is not given in this report owing to 
the difficulty in determining results accurately, the emergency 
supplies being used about one-half of the year; however, the 
amount used per day on an average for the year was 3,500,000 
gallons. Assuming these figures to be correct, with a population 
of 33,000 the per capita consumption is 106.06 gallons. In 
1909 the consumption was figured as 87.75 gallons per capita. 
This may have been too low, as the population was estimated, but 
with the knowledge of the census of 1910 it is probable that the 
consumption was nearer 96 gallons per capita. It is apparent, 
however, that under ordinary conditions the consumption will 
amount to a little over 100 gallons per capita per day.

WATER METERS. 


It would seem to be the part of wisdom to proceed with the 
installation of water meters on every service pipe. A portion of 
the work could be done each year until the entire city was 
metered. Before this is done, however, the meter rates for 
domestic uses should be revised as under the present rate an 
excess of water is allowed to be used for the price charged. The 
Board asks for this matter the earnest consideration of the City 
Council. 


ADDITIONAL WATER SUPPLY. 


In the early part of the year a committee on water supply 
composed of five prominent citizens was appointed to consider 
an additional water supply. The plan decided upon by them 
for the betterment of the water system was the interception of 
the tributary waters of Roaring Brook, the diversion of this 
water into the south arm of Mill Brook, and the building of a 
large dam and storage reservoir op Mill Brook at the location 
selected in the year 1909. Favorable reports were received from 
Consulting Engineer Hiram A. Miller, Prof. William II. Burr 
and from Prof. W. O. Crosby as regards geological features. 
The state board of health approved the general plan of the work 
and the City Council authorized the undertaking. Plans and 
specifieations were prepared and bids asked for and opened on 
December 12th. The successful bidders were Winston E Com- 
pany of New York, and work will begin on their part in Janu- 
ary, 1911. The reservoir is to have a capacity of 412,000,000 gal- 
lons, a catchment area of about four square miles, and the dam, 
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principally one of cyclopean masonry, is to have a maximum 
height of about 110 feet, and an extreme length of about 800 
feet. 

The present sources of water supply are estimated to yield in 
a series of dry years 2,650,000 gallons daily. This new supply 
is figured to increase the yield 2,350,000 gallons per day, making 
a total of 5,500,000 gallons daily. By the terms of the contract 
the dam is to be constructed to an elevation which will permit 
the storage of practically 270,000,000 gallons of water on or 
before December 1, 1911, and the whole contract completed on 
or before July 1, 1912. A larger main becomes necessary 
through this greater storage, and exhaustive studies are to be 
made relative thereto. 


POLLUTION. 


The isolated location of our water supplies accounts in a 
great measure to the lack of sources of pollution. In our last 
report we stated that the watersheds were practically free from 
pollutive dangers. We have still further reduced these possible 
sources by removing the house and outbuildings which were 
located on the Keating farm near Miil Brook reservoir and which 
was on land owned by the city. 


FINANCES. 


A summary of the water works finances for the year follows: 
If more detailed information is desired it may be had by con- 
sulting the reports of the City Auditor, Tax Collector and 
Treasurer. The Board again calls the attention of your honor- 
able body to the application of the excess receipts of the water 
department to the liquidation of the water debt. The wisdom 
of thus applying the revenue from the department to the abolish- 
ment of the debt would seem to be so apparent that any argu- 
ment in its favor would be unnecessary. Our debt is now - 
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$641,000 and the next few years will see it greatly increased. 
By the establishment of a sinking fund and the application of 
the receipts each year to it, the water works would soon take care 
of itself. 

Attention is also called as in our last report to a payment for’ 
hydrant rental. If justice is to be shown the department then 
any receipt rightfully earned by it should be credited to it. The 
city should pay at least $30 each year for each hydrant in use.

The incerase in cost of maintenance of works is explained by 
the fact that owing to the drouth of the last year we were com- 
pelled to pump from July 1st until about December 31st from 
Onota Lake. The pump was run night and day, and including 
engineers, watchmen to patrol the lake, etc., caused an expendi- 
ture of about $700 per month. 


WATER ANALYSIS.

The analysis is made from 
samples taken from the different sources at various times during 
the year and is furnished by the state board of health.

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HIGHWAYS. 


The work on highways consisted of general maintenance 
work with the exception of thin surfacing of trap rock on streets 
near the center of the city. This system has been sustained, but 
nothing permanent is considered owing to the limited appro- 
priation. A considerable amount of money of this appropriation 
was expended on the removal of snow, the fall being the heaviest 
for a number of years. The following pieces of special work have 
been done under separate appropriations :— 


EAST STREET REPAIRS. 


East street, from the Park to Fourth street, is worked to a 
proper grade. "The street railway tracks have been relaid to the 
level at which a permanent pavement would be built, and the 
curbs are set to a line and grade, with the approaches to side 
streets improved, the tree line levelled, sodded and seeded, water 
connections renewed, new catch-basins and crosswalks at neces- 
sary places, and the entire street scarified, refilled with gravel, 
covered with'a light coat of trap rock, amounting to .0294 tons 
per square yard. This important thoroughfare situated near the 
center of the city has resembled a village street in its uneven 
surface, and the improvement is most marked. If a desire 
develops to lay a permanent pavement over this roadway the 
underground structures, curbs and railroad tracks are in position 
to begin work without delay. In addition to the construction on 
East street proper, Bank Row was graded and new catch-basins 
with a drain provided. 


ORCHARD STREET DRAIN. 


Orchard street lias been provided with additional drainage 
by connecting two catch-basins on the north side of the street 
opposite Wellington avenue with the Wellington avenue drain. 
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GEORGE STREET GRADING. 


George street has been regraded and gravelled on both road- 
way and sidewalk from South street to a point on the brow of 
the hill west of the summit. The street was cut to the grade 
re-established by the City Council of 1910 and the projected 
work included the section within this change of grade. 


TYLER STREET WALL AND CURB. 


This street at a point near the annealing building of the 
General Electric Co. required some changes by reason of opera- 
tions desired by the company in the development of its plant. 
The change was equally desirable from the city’s standpoint. The 
city and company co-operated in the construction of a concrete 
wall and curbs adjoining the location. The wall extends from 
Beach street to Woodlawn avenue. Inside these curbs the city 
will next year build a concrete walk, the season being too far 
advanced this year to properly do the work. Upon the com- 
pletion of the work the company will pay one-half the cost of 
both the wall and curbing as well as the walk. 


SPRINGSIDE PARK. 


A beginning has been made in what will eventually be a com- 
prehensive park system for the city. Springside Park, the gift 
of Kelton B. Miller, has been beautified by the removal of under- 
brush, dead trees, stumps, etc. The springs have been cleaned 
and the pond enlarged to more than twice its former size, by the 
carting away of all mud and sediment. The basin has been 
filled with gravel to within three and one-half feet of the over- 
flow in the low and soft places and a small dam built at the 
outlet with flush pipe and gate valve. The entire shore line of 
the pond is retained by a stone wall laid dry in the bottom and 
cemented above the level of the overflow. The pond is a great 
resort for bathing for children. It being so shallow it is as 
nearly safe as is possible. | 
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DUNHAM STREET PAVING. 


This street directly connected with North street and the 
new post office, has been paved with sheet asphalt laid on a six 
inch concrete base. The sheet asphalt was laid by skilled men 
from the Barber Asphalt Paving Co., and the remainder of the 
work by city labor. It is not economical to lay so small a block 
of paving unless a special plant is on hand, as heating by hand 
is too slow a process to keep the men on the pavement busy. 


SOUTH STREET RESURFACING. 


South street, from Bank Row to Redfield Hill, has been 
resurfaced with trap rock as for the last three years. The street 
has been in splendid condition throughout the summer. 


REDFIELD HILL. 


The old and dangerous curve on Redfield Hill which has 
long been a menace to travelers has heen abolished. About the 
first step taken in bringing this about was the purchase by the 
city of the land of E. N. Huntress on the east side of the street. 
This parcel contains about one hundred square rods. The price 
paid by the city was $7,500. The curve was abolished by the 
building of a roadway easterly of the track. About four thousand 
yards of earth from the excavation in obtaining the desired width 
of roadway was used as filling on the Huntress land. The road 
was filled with large stone, where the soil appeared heavy, and 
the entire section covered with gravel and surfaced with a hght 
coat of trap rock. The railway tracks were raised about eight 
inches to conform to the crown of the street and the gutters 
paved. A vitrified pipe was laid as an outlet to the catch-basins 
in the gutter, and to drain the stone roadway. This pipe will 
also drain the park east of the street should it ever be developed. 
A new concrete tar walk was built wholly outside of the street 
line, and from the walk a grass bank was graded to the land of 
the city which will in the future probably be improved and used 
as a park. 
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Two schemes were considered in doing this work, one a 
retaining wall and the other the purchase of more land of Mr. 
lIuntress and the sloping back of the land. After the city had 
acquired the Huntress land it was at once decided that the slope 
was most desired. The work was done cheaper than the prices 
received by the city on bids for the work, and it is done in æ 
manner creditable to the city. The park possibilities obtainable 
by the use of the old high school lot and the land acquired from 
Mr. Huntress are invaluable, as the view to the south and west 
is magnificent and is not obscured by any buildings. 


CHICKERING STREET. 


This road which has been in wretched condition was put in 
first class repair. The soil is hardpan and it was almost impos- 
sible to obtain results without underdrainage. A Telford road 
eighteen inches in thickness was built the whole length of the 
street and for a width of eighteen feet. A cobble stone gutter 
was laid on the upper west side and the sidewalks and road- 
ways gravelled. From the river at iligh street to East Housa- 
tonie street a twelve and fifteen inch tile drain was laid and 
cateh-basins built. A large part of the stone used in the road- 
way was hauled from the Redfield Hill excavation and demon- 
strates the wisdom of making a number of appropriations for 
highway work so that they may be worked simultaneously, thus 
making it possible many times to use the discarded material 
from one job for filling in the other. 


MYRTLE STREET. 


Myrtle street, from Stoddard avenue to its terminus, has 
been worked to the grade established by the City Council. 


ALLEN, FENN AND SCHOOL STREETS. 


The location of the new Federal building, the development 
of its property by the Agricultural Bank, bringing as it does a 
great number of people and new uses to these streets, make the 
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question of hardening the surface of them imperative. With the 
probable paving of these streets next year it was deemed wise to 
do all the preliminary work in advance, and the plans adopted 
by the City Council in 1906 were followed. Water mains have 
been enlarged, surface drains extended, catch-basins built, new 
curbing set in place and the street surface roughly graded. 
Additional width was secured by setting back the sidewalk at the 
southerly end a distance of about four feet. All telephone, 
telegraph and steam conduits as well as electric wires have been 
placed underground. All poles have been removed and when the 
street is paved, as it should be next year, the city will have a 
post office square to be proud of. 


ROBBINS AVENUE. 


Robbins avenue, from Madison avenue to Danforth avenue, 
has been graded in accordance with the plans approved by the 
City Council. A considerable cut was made on the northerly 
end of the street necessitating a small retaining wall on the 
westerly side. The water and sewer pipes were lowered the entire 
length. The street gts considrable travel and in some seasons it 
has been almost impassable. 


DANFORTH AVENUE WALK. 


A portion of sidewalk adjoining the south corner of Dan- 
forth avenue and extending around the easterly side of Dewey 
avenue, for a distance of about two hundred feet, was built from 
the gravel taken from the excavation in working Robbins avenue 
to grade. 


GLENWOOD AVENUE. 


The City Council late in the year made an appropriation of 
$1,000 for working this street to grade. The street was prac- 
tically finished with the exception of some minor repairs which 
will be made in the spring.

Many crosswalks built in 1907 and 1908 have too much 
crown to please owners of vehicles, especially automobilists. 
Those laid this year have from one to one and one-half inches 
crown which will no doubt obviate any further complaint from 
this source. 


STREET SWEEPING. 


The street sweeping has been done during the present year 
the same as for 1909. The amount spent for horse hire has been 
in excess of the previous year owing to the higer rate of wages 
paid double teams. This increase amounted to about $150 dur- 
ing the season. The appropriation for 1911 should be increased 
at least this amount. The city should also have a heavy pair of 
horses for use on this work. 


STREET SPRINKLING. 


The street sprinkling for the year was evidently an improve- 
ment over that of other years as little or no complaint has been 
registered. A contract was made with O. T. Benedict to furnish 
six double teams for eight hours work each day, the city owning 
the sprinkling carts, and the dust on a number of streets was’ 
laid with water. Road oil was used on streets over which street 
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cars are operated, and calcium chloride on well shaded streets. 

The money to be spent is limited to the amount received 
from assessments. The use of water must be continued with the 
amount of road oil and calcium chloride possible to obtain with 
the funds at hand. The results with the latter are more satis- 
factory, especially in these days of the auto, but are, of course, 
correspondingly expensive.

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SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


The season of 1910 has added greatly to the amount of sew- 
age to be filtered and more beds are imperative next year. The 
reservoir capacity at the pumping station should be increased, 
allowing more sewage to be stored there. This would require 
more funds to maintain the plant, but better results would be 
obtained than at present. 

An incinerating furnace has been built adjoining the screen 
chamber and the refuse thus caught by the screens is quickly and 
effectually disposed of. At the filter beds one bed has been 
piped and made ready for use, the grading having been done 
last season.

Four and one-half miles of house sewers have been con- 
structed in 1910, as compared with one and one-half miles in 
1909.

During the season we have kept employed three gangs of men 
in laying new sewers. Besides the Board has had considerable 
work done by contract. Early in the year bids were asked for 
building the Pontoosuc sewer. The contract was awarded to 
Daniel A. Dorey, of Natick, Mass., he being the low bidder. His 
work was entirely satisfactory, and, as the price was satisfactory 
and to the city’s advantage, he was employed also in laying the 
Lenox avenue sewer. He was subsequently employed in laying 
the force main to Onota Lake for the water system. 


STREET LIGHTING. 


The lighting of the streets of the city has been done by con- 
tract with the Pittsfield Electric Co. The service, judging from 
the small amount of complaint received, has been very satis- 
factory. There are now in use 867 incandescent lights, 122 of 
the regular are lamps and 22 flaming arcs. The main thorough- 
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fares from the depot to Madison avenue are now lighted with 
flaming ares, and Pittsfield’s main streets are lighted to com- 
pare favorably with any city of its size. 


CITY STABLES. 


The city has maintained its municipal stables as for the last 
few years. We have nine horses, and the wagons and equipment 
are in good shape. With the possible exception of the purchase 
of a team of heavy work horses for use on the mop used on the 
paving, no unusual expenditure will be required in this depart- 
ment for the ensuing year. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


The Board has had charge of the school buildings of the city, 
and, with the funds in hand, do not hesitate to say that they 
are in good shape. There are thirteen large brick buildings be- 
sides eleven wooden ones to care for. When it is considered that 
only $3,000 was allowed for repairs for the year it is obvious 
that economy must be exercised. The Board has had during the 
year all the boilers insured in the Hartford Steam Boiler and 
Insurance Co., which insures and inspects internally and ex- 
ternally twice a year. Our citizens may feel, therefore, that 
every precaution is being taken to safeguard the lives of their 
children. We have also installed during the year sanitary drink- 
ing fountains in all of the schools supplied with city water. 
Thirty-four of the fountains were installed, the cost of the foun- 
tain alone being $8 beside the cost of installation. When it is 
considered that the schools are all repaired in the way of car- 
pentering, painting, plumbing, papering, insuring of boilers, in- 
stallation of drinking fountains, removal of ashes, and the pay- 
ment for water used in them for about $6,000 we feel that we 
have expended the funds allowed for this department to good 
advantage.

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Steps should be taken to abolish the damage to city water 
pipes from electrolysis. 

At the end of one of the most strenuous years in the history 
of the department and one of the most profitable to the city in 
results obtained, the Board desires to express its thanks and 
appreciation for the loyal and faithful services rendered on the 
part of its employees, and to the City Council for many timely 
and valuable suggestions rendered during the year.

ORDINANCES 


OF THE 


CITY OF PITTSFIELD 


PASSED IN THE YEAR 1909-1910. 


No. 78. AN ORDINANCE, Establishing a Minimum 
Wage for Laborers Employed by the City. 


Be 4t Ordained by the City Council of the City of Pittsfield, 
as follows: 


All laborers working for the city of Pittsfield upon streets, 
water works, sewers and other public works of the city shall: 
receive not less than two dollars for each day's work of eight 
hours. 

Approved May 5, 1909. 


No. 79. AN ORDINANCE, amending Ordinance Number 
57, entitled “ An Ordinance Relating to Underground Wires and 
Electrical Appliances." 


Be it Ordained by the City Council of the City of Pittsfield, 
as follows: 


Ordinance No. 57, entitled “An Ordinance Relating to 
Underground Wires and Electrical Appliances,” is hereby 
repealed by striking out at the beginning of section 1 thereof the 
words, “ The chief of the fire department, under the title of 
* Supervisor of Wires,’ " and inserting in place thereof the words, 
“The Inspector of Wires;” and is hereby further amended by 
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striking out the word “ Supervisor” wherever it occurs in said 
Ordinance No. 57 and inserting in each place thereof the word 
“ Inspector.” 

Approved July 8, 1909. 


No. 80. AN ORDINANCE, Relative to the Sale of Milk. 


Be 4t Ordained by the City Council of the City of Pittsfield, 
as follows: 


SECTION 1. No milk or cream shall be sold in the city of 
Pittsfield after the passage of this ordinance, except from cows 
that have been subjected within one year to examination that 
shall be satisfactory to the Board of Health and to the inspector 
appointed by the Board of Health of the city of Pittsfield under 
Chapter 105 of the Acts of 1909, and pronounced free from the 
disease known as tuberculosis or any other disease that may 
render the milk injurious to man. 

In case an examination made by any person other than the 
inspector of the city of Pittsfield, shall be unsatisfactory either 
to him or to the Board of Health, a proper examination shall be 
made by said inspector for the city of Pittsfield, and his decision 
shall be final. 

SEC. 2. Any person selling or distributing milk in the city 
of Pittsfield, shall at the time of taking out his license, inform 
the Board of Health, in writing, of all sources from which he 
receives his supply, and upon making any change whatever in the 
sources of his supply, shall immediately give notice to the Board 
of Health of such change. 

SEC. 3. Whenever the Board of Health shall deem it neces- 
sary, but not less frequently than once during each year, it shall 
make or cause to be made an inspection of all dairies and other 
places from which milk is sold in the city of Pittsfield, and shall 
keep a written report of the result of such inspections on file in 
its office for public examination and reference. 

SEC. 4. All cans, bottles or other vessels of any sort, used 
in the sale, delivery or distribution of milk shall be cleansed or 
sterilized before they are used again for the same purpose, and all

wagons used in the conveyance of milk for sale or distribution 
shall be kept in a cleanly condition and free from offensive odors. 
No person shall use a milk vessel as a container for any other 
substance than milk. Bottles shall not be filled except at the 
dairy or creamery. 

SEC. 5. Every person keeping cows from which the milk 
is sold in the city of Pittsfield, shall have a room entirely apart 
from the stable (although it may be in the same building if 
desired), in which the milk shall be strained and cooled, said 
room to have an impervious floor and the side walls and ceilings 
to be made of matched lumber or battened, unless lathed and 
plastered. No water-closet, earth closet or privy shall be within 
or communicate directly with this room. The floors of all stables 
in which animals are kept shall be constructed of impervious 
materials and they shall be so graded as to conduct the excretions 
of the animals to the outside of such building. Drops behind 
cows shall be not less than 21 inches wide and 6 inches deep. 
The walls and ceilings of all cow stables shall be cleaned and 
white-washed at least twice a year, and oftener if required by 
the Board of Health; nothing in thia section, however, shall be 
interpreted to prevent cooling milk in spring houses when same 
are properly conducted and located as approved by the Board of 
Health. 

SEC. 6. Every person engaged in the production, storage, 
transportation, sale, delivery or distribution of milk, immediately 
on tne occurrence of any case or cases of Typhoid Fever, Scarlet 
Fever, Diphtheria, or other infectious disease, either in himself 
or in his family, or amongst his employees or their immediate 
associates, or within the building or premises where milk is 
stored, sold, or distributed, shall notify the Pittsfield Board of 
Health, and at the same time shall suspend the sale and dis- 
tribution of milk until authorized to resume the same by the said 
Board of Health. 

No vessels which have been nandled by persons suffering 
from such diseases shall be used to hold or convey milk until 
they have been thoroughly sterilized. No bottle, can or recep- 
tacle used for the reception or storage of milk shall be removed 
from a private house, apartment or tenement wherein a person 
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has any infectious disease, except with the consent of said Board 
of Health. 


SEC. 7. Every person selling milk or offering for sale in a 
store, booth or stand in the city of Pittsfield, shall keep such 
milk in a refrigerator or other perfectly tight receptacle entirely 
separate from any food or other contaminating product, said 
refrigerator or other receptacle to be provided with ice during 
the warm months, or at any other time when required so to do by 
the Board of Health. 


Sec. 8. Any person, party or corporation violating the 
provisions of this ordinance, shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than twenty dollars ($20) for each offense. 


Sec. 9. Any person, party or corporation after being 
notified by the Board of Health to discontinue the sale of milk 
in the city of Pittsfield who shall sell or distribute any milk in 
the city of Pittsfield until he receives permission in writing so 
to do from the Board of Health, shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than twenty dollars ($20) for each offence, and his 
license to sell milk in this city shall be revoked. 


SEC. 10. For the purpose of enabling the Board of Health 
to carry out and enforce the provisions of these regülations any 
member of the Board of Health or any duly authorized agent of 
the Board of Health shall at all times have free access to all 
creameries, dairies, barns, stables, stores, wagons and all other 
buildings or premises in which cattle are kept from which any 
part of the milk supply of the City of Pittsfield is obtained, or 
in which milk, skimmed milk or cream is received, kept, stored, 
bottled, canned or offered for sale, or which are used in the 
transportation or delivery of milk, for the purpose of making 
inspections of said premises, vehicles, cans, vessels, measures and 
other utensils used in conducting the handling, sale and delivery 
of milk, and for the purpose of taking samples of the milk, 
skimmed milk or cream for analysis or other tests to determine 
its quality. 


Sec. 11. At the time of issuing any license hereunder a 
copy of this ordinance shall he delivered to and receipted for by 
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the person to whom a license shall be granted for the sale and 
distribution of milk in the city of Pittsfield. 


Approved August 17, 1909. 


No. 81. AN ORDINANCE, Empowering the Board of 
Health to Employ a Physician to Make Bacteriological Examina- 
tions. 


Be it Ordained by the City Council of the City of Pittsfield, 
as follows: 


That the Board of Health be and it is hereby authorized 
to employ such skilled physician as it may deem expedient who 
may or may not be a member of said Board to make such bac- 
teriological examination of cultures for determining the presence 
of diphtheria as said Board may deem expedient and in the 
interest of the public health. The compensation for such work 
if it is performed by a member of said Board shall be determined 
by the remaining two members of the Board and shall in any 
event be paid from the current appropriation made yearly for 
the expenditure of said Board and shall not exceed $25 a month. 


Approved August 17, 1909. 


No. 82. AN ORDINANCE, Providing for the Appoint- 
ment of a Superintendent of the Fire Atarm and Police Signal 
Systems. 


Be it Ordained by the City Council of the City of Pittsfield, 
as follows: 


SECTION 1. Within twenty days after the passage of this 
ordinance and thereafterwards annually in the month of Febru- 
ary, the Mayor and Aldermen shall appoint a superintendent 
of the Fire Alarm and Police Signal Systems. Said superin- 
tendent shall hold office until the first Monday in March of the 
year next ensuing, or until his successor shall be appointed. 
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For such cause, as to them seems sufficient, the Mayor and Alder- 
men may, at any time, remove said superintendent from office; 
and in case such office shall, for any cause, become vacant, such 
vacancy shall be immediately filled for the unexpired term. 


SEC. 2. In addition to his other duties, the said super- 
intendent shall, as often as the same may be necessary to en- 
sure the safety and efficiency of the said system, patrol all lines 
of electric wire connected with or used therein. He shall care 
for and keep in good order and proper repair all of the wires 
and fixtures as well as all the other apparatus and machinery 
ef the aforesaid systems. He shall he responsible to the Mayor 
and Board of Aldermen for the good order and efficiency as 
well as the safe and sound condition of both of said systems; 
and of all the apparatus, wires, fixtures, and machinery con- 
nected therewith. He shall have the right, power, and author- 
ity to use any and all materials which may be necessary in the 
proper performance of his duties, and in effectuating the pur- 
poses of his appointment. He shall, however, keep an accurate 
account of all extra labor and all materials needed and used for 
the proper maintenance of said systems; and shall charge the 
expense of maintaining each of said systems to the account of 
the department for and in behalf of which such expense shall 
have been ineurred. 


SEC, 3, The salary of said superintendent shall be pay- 
able weekly, and shall be at the rate of One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000) per year; nine-tenths of said salary shall be charged 
to the Fire Department and one-teuth of said salary shall be 
charged to the Department of Public Safety. 


SEC. 4. In exercising the power of appointment which 
has been conferred upon them by section 1 of this Ordinance, 
the Mayor and Aldermen must select a practical electrician, but 
may select him from any department of the city service; he, in 
turn, may select from any department of the said city service 
a competent electrician or lineman to assist him in the proper 
performance of his duties; and such assistant electrician or 
lineman, during whatever period of time he may be so employed, 
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shall be under the sole superintendence and control of said super- 
intendent. The salary of such assistant electrician or line- 
man shall be the salary received by him in the department of 
which he is a member, and shall be paid to him as a regular 
member of such department; and neither the appointment of 
said superintendent nor the selection of said assistant electric- 
ian or lineman shall be regarded as a severance of his or their 
connection with that department of the city service in which 
they are now employed and of which they are now members. 
Sec. 5. All ordinances and parts of ordinances which are 
inconsistent herewith are hereby expressly repealed. .

No. 88. AN ORDINANCE, amending Ordinance No. 55 
relative to finance. 


Be it Ordained by the City Council of the City of Pittsfield, 
as follows: 


That section 7 of Ordinance No. 55 entitled “ An Ordinance 
to Revise and Consolidate the Ordinances Relative to Finance" 
be amended by striking out the words “ March or April” in 
said section and substituting therefor the words, '* March, April 
or May,” so as to read as follows: 

SEC. 7. The City Council shall annually in March, April 
or May, by concurrent vote, make the appropriations for such 
expenditures as may be required and provide for the ways and 
means of raising the same.

No. 84. AN ORDINANCE, amending section 2 of chap- 
ter V of the General Ordinances. 


Be it Ordained by the City Council of the City of Pittsfield, 
as follows: 


That section 2 of chapter V of the Genera] Ordinances be 
amended by striking out the word “ May” in the second line 
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thereof and substituting the word “ April” so as to read as 
follows: 


SEC. 2. The assessors shall conimence their duties in rela- 
tion to the assessment of taxes on the first day of April in each 
year, or as soon thereafter as practicable. They shall visit the 
different estates in the several wards, take a list of the polls, 
estimate the personal property, appraise the real estate and 
obtain all needful information for the proper discharge of the 
duties of their offices; provided that the duty of taking a list of 
the polls and making estimates of personal property may be 
assigned by the assessors to the assistant assessors. Nothing 
contained in this section shall exempt any person or corporation 
from bringing in to the assessors the lists of property required 
by law, nor from the performance of any other obligation 
required by law, relating to the assessment and collection of taxes.

No. 85. AN ORDINANCE, determining and fixing the 
salaries of the members of the Board of Assessors, amending 
seetion 1 of chapter 9 of the General Ordinances, as amended 
by Ordinance No. 51. 


Be it Ordained by the City Council of the City of Pittsfield, 
as follows: 


That section 1 of chapter 9 of the General Ordinances 
as amended by Ordinance No. 51 be further amended by strik- 
ing out the 26th and 27th lines thereof as amended by Ordi- 
nance No. 22, approved April 12, 1904, as amended by Ordi- 
nance No. 51, approved April 2, 1906, and inserting in place 
thereof the words: 


The salary of each member of the Board of Assessors shall 
be $1,500 per annum.

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No. 86. AN ORDINANCE, regulating the operation of 
vehicles through the public streets. 


Be it Ordained by the City Council of the City of Pittsfield, 
as follows: 


ARTICLE 1. 


RULES OF THE ROAD. 


SECTION 1. Vehicles shall keep to the right and as near the 
right-hand curb as possible. 


SEC. 2. Vehicles meeting shall pass each other to the right. 


SEC. 3. Vehicles overtaking others shall, in passing, keep 
to the left. 


SEC. 4. "The driver or person having charge of any vehicle, 
before turning the corner of any street or turning out or starting 
from, or stopping at the curb line of any street, shall first see 
that there is sufficient space free from other vehicles, so that such 
turn, stop or start may be safely made, and shall then give a 
plainly visible or audible signal. 


TURNING TO THE RIGHT INTO ANOTITER STREET. 


Sec. 5. A vehicle turning to the right into another street 
shall turn the corner as near to the curb as practicable.

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TURNING TO THE LEFT INTO ANOTHER STREET. 
SEC. 6. A vehicle turning to the left into another street 


shall pass to the right of and beyond the center of the street 
intersection before turning. 


CROSSING STREETS. 


SEC. 7. A vehicle crossing from one side of the street to 
the other shall do so by turning to the left so as to head in the 
same direction as the traffic on that side of the street. 
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STOPPING AT THE CURB. 


SEC. 8. No vehicle shall stop, in the business section, with 
its left side to the curb. 


SEC. 9. Unless in an emergency or to allow another or 
pedestrian to cross its path, no vehicle shall stop in any public 
street or highway of this city, except close to the curb line. 


SEC. 10. No vehicle shall stop or stand within the inter- 
section of any street. 


SEC. 11. Surface cars shall stop on the far side of the 
street at the crosswalk to discharge or take on passengers. 
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RIGHT op WAY OF CERTAIN VEHICLES. 


Sec. 12. The officers and men of the Fire Department, 
with their fire apparatus of all kinds, when going to, or on duty 
at, or returning from a fire, and all ambulances, and the officers 
and men and vehicles of the Police Department, shall have the 
right of way in any street and through any procession, except 
over vehicles carrying the United States mail. 


SEC. 13. In slowing up or stopping, a signal shall always 
be given to those behind, by raising the whip or hand vertically. 


SEC. 14. Vehicles moving slowly shall keep as close as pos- 
sible to the curb line on the right, so as to allow faster moving 
vehicles free passage on the left. 


EXCEPTIONS. 


SEC. 15. Nothing in these ruies shall apply to the ap- 
paratus and wagons of the Fire and Police Departments, ambu- 
lances, emergency repair wagons of street railroads, and vehicles 
carrying the United States mail. 


ARTICLE II. 
USE OF SIDEWALKS. 


SECTION 1. Except as provided in this article, no horse, 
wheelbarrow or other vehicle shall be driven, backed, led, or 
allowed to stand on any sidewalk, except that wares or merchan- 
dise in process of loading and unloading, shipment, or being 
received from shipment, may be transferred from trucks or other 
vehicles over the sidewalk, by the use of skids, provided a pas- 
sageway must be kept open within the stoop-line of buildings 
for the free passage of pedestrians, and provided this section 
shall not apply to children’s carriages drawn by hand. 


SEC. 2. Nothing contained in this article shall prevent 
the riding or driving of horses or vehicles from private prop- 
erty directly across the sidewalks of any street to the roadway, 
or from the roadway back to such private property. 
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ARTICLE III. 
Powers OF POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


SEcTION 1. The Police Department shall have all powers 
and duties in relation to the. management of vehicular traffic. 
The driver or person having charge of any vehicle shall stop 
whenever ordered to do so by a police officer, and shall not pro- 
ceed pntil he receives a signal so to do from such police officer. 
The signal to stop may be given by raising the hand vertically. 


SEC. 2. The Police Department shall see that copies of 
this ordinance are posted in all publie stables and garages and 
shall keep copies of them at its headquarters and issue them on 
application. 


ARTICLE IV. 
PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS. 
‘SECTION 1. Any person violating any of the provisions of 


the foregoing sections shall be liable to a penalty of not less than 
one dollar or more than ten dollars for each offense. 


ARTICLE V. 


SEcTION 1. All ordinances inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed.

No. 8%. AN ORDINANCE, Regulating the operation of 
automobiles. 


Be it Ordained by the City Council of the City of Pittsfield, 
as follows: 


SECTION 1. No automobile, motor cycle or other motor 
vehicle shall be operated in the city of Pittsfield unless it is pro- 
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vided with a muffler or other device to deaden ae lessen the 
noise caused by the operation thereof. 


SEC 2. No person operating an automobile, motor cycle 
or other motor vehicle shall cause the muffler or other such device 
to be cut out, nor shall any such vehicle be operated when the 
muffler or other such device fails to act, on any street or way 
within the thickly settled or business part of the city of Pittsfield. 


Any person violating any of the provisions of the foregoing 
sections shall be liable to a penalty of not less than one dollar 
nor more than ten dollars. 


Approved July 18, 1910. 


No. 88. AN ORDINANCE, providing for an increase of 
salary for the Superintendent of Poor. 


Be it Ordained by the City Council of the City of Pittsfield, 
as followss 


SECTION 1. Section 1 of chapter 9 of the General Ordi- 
nances of 1900, as amended by Ordinance No. 11, entitled “ An 
Ordinance Providing for an Increase of the Salary of the Super- 
intendent of Poor," approved June 10, 1903, as further amended 
by Ordinance No. 47, entitled * An Ordinance to Increase the 
Salary of the Superintendent of Poor," approved March 14, 
1906, is hereby further amended by striking out the words: 
“Superintendent of Poor, one thousand dollars per annum,” 
and substituting therefor the words: “ Superintendent of Poor, 
twelve hundred dollars per annum." 


SEC. 2. The Superintendent of Poor shall investigate any 
claims which the Board of Health may have against any individ- 
uals or any city or town and upon instructions from said Board, 
he shall proceed to collect such claims.

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No. 89. AN ORDINANCE, amending Ordinance No. 36 
of the General Ordinances classifying call firemen. 


Be it Ordained by the City Council of the City of Pittsfield, 
as follows: 


SECTION 1. Call firemen shall be divided into two classes 
known as Class A and Class B. 


SEC. 2. Class A shall consist of 25 of the duly qualified 
eall men, members of the fire department, who shall be appointed 
to this class by the Mayor and Aldermen. 


Class B shall consist of all other call firemen. 

Sec. 3. Call firemen, members of Class A, shall respond 
to all first alarms of fire and be present at all fires and shall 
receive an annual compensation of $100, payable quarterly. 


Src. 4. Call firemen, members of Class B, shall respond to 
all second alarms of fire and shall be present at all fires after the 
second alarm is sounded. They shall receive as compensation the 
sum of fifty cents per hour during the time actually in attend- 
ance and in the performance of their duty after the second alarm 
is sounded. 


Sec. 5. A fine of $5 shall be imposed upon any call fire- 
man who fails to attend at any fire at which he is required to 
be present, or who fails to perform the duties of a fireman, or 
who fails to obey all orders of the Chief or foreman in charge at 
the fire. If a call fireman fails to respond at three different 
times within one year to alarms of fire which it is his duty to 
attend, the Chief of the Fire Department shall report him to the 
Mayor and Board of Aldermen and he may thereupon be sus- 
pended for insubordination. 


Sec. 6. Call firemen, members of Class A, shall be paid at 
the rate of forty cents per hour for services rendered at the place 
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of a fire by order of an engineer after the apparatus has been 
returned to the station; such compensation to be in addition to 
that provided in section 3 hereof; a member of Class B so re- 


maining shall receive the compensation provided in section 4 
hereof.
